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Soft Water Or Soft Heads

le the July 11 issue of ‘Dairy Record” on page 18, there 

appeared a short article ‘From a Staff Correspondent’’ 
entitled “Tests Show Soft Water Best.”” The article stated 
that ‘‘tests made at the University of Massachusetts have 
proven that cows switched from normal hard water to 
soft water have stepped up production an incredible 50%, 
from 80 pounds to 121 pounds daily." As worded this is 
at least partially correct because Webster defines “‘in- 
credible” as ‘‘too extraordinary and improbable to admit 
of belief.” 

No tests of the effects of hard vs. soft water on milk 
production have been made at the University of Massa- 
chusetts. No report of any such tests has been made by 
any active member of the University of Massachusetts 
staff. 

The article is quite apparently a deception worked upon 
a Massachusetts correspondent of this publication by 
someone who has a selfish interest at stake. The article 
has all the appearance of having been planted by some 
selfish interest and run in good faith by the publications. 
A reasonable conclusion appears to be that those interests 
are seeking a cheap and dishonest testimonial for aid in 
selling some product for softening water. Soft headed 
farmers may fall for it, although we hope not. Hard 
headed farmers will continue to serve their cows whatever 
good clean water they have. 

Milk production can be increased through better breed- 
ing, better feeding, better health and better management. 


So far as we know, hard water is just as good as soft water 
for dairy cows. Hard water is O. K. for the human too, 
although other kinds of hard liquor may not be. Come to 
think of it, perhaps it was hard liquor that gave birth to 
the soft water story.

Course

Two features were responsible -for 
the largest paid attendance at the Paci- 
fic International Livestock Exposition. 
First, the wonderful display of live- 
stock augmented by a trainload from 
the Mid-West, and second, an official 
visit by Queen Marie of Roumania. 
The Queen was presented with a silver 
Guernsey Island milk can. Mrs. 
Minnie Miller of Wendell, Idaho, pre- 
sented a trophy to Henri Thiele, chef 
premiere of the Northwest, who pre- 
pared the luncheon for Her Majesty. 

On the special livestock train were 
17 head of Guernseys from Fern-Dell 
Farms, from the Middle West. Border 
King of Roberts was the senior champ- 
ion ull, while Le Beau Petit de Fern- 
Dell, the junior champion, was made 
grand champion bull. The _= 
champion female was Topsy of City 
View. All of these champions were 
owned by Fern-Dell Farms, Green Bay, 
Wis. N. H. “Nate” Hill, of Halfred 


Farms, Chagrin Falls, Ohio, was the 
judge. 

The Washington State College judg- 
ing team won the inter-collegiate con- 
test, and also the Guernsey trophy for 
being the high team in judging Guern- 
seys. J. C. Knott was coach, with 
Kenneth Henshaw as alternate and 
Standley E. Sporseen, Bert L. Brown 
and George L. Samuelson as active 
judges. 


The Georgia Experiment Station is 
developing a new treatment for in- 
fectious + Roth For the past four 
years they have been studying the 
disease. The work was started with the 
idea of developing a practical method 
of controlling and eradicating abortion 
by means of quarantine and sanitation. 

Several drugs have been tried. Of all 
the drugs considered for this work, 
acriflavine  (diamino-methyl-acridin- 
ium chloride hydrochloride) was chos- 
en for first trial because of its bacteri- 
cidal action, and its apparent affinity 
for the female generative organs. It 
seems likely that some of the other 
related compounds might have given 
similar results. 

While acriflavine has seemed to give 
the best results of the compounds 
tried, it must be borne in mind that 
this work is still in the experimental 
stage. The treatment is now being 
repeated in larger doses in a badly in- 
fected herd of about 75 head of dairy 
cattle, and it is hoped that more defin- 
ite information will be available later. 


The Guernseys at the Western 
Washington Fair, held at Puyallup, 
were judged by Mr. Brewer, a Jersey 
breeder. The show is always small be- 
cause of lack of room, so it is more an 
exhibit for the people visiting the fair. 

This year, 200,000 people saw the 
Guernsey exhibit. Weiser’s King Tom, 
owned by Weiser Farm, was grand 
champion bull, and Barbara of Thou- 
sand Springs, owned by Mrs. Minnie 
W. Miller, was grand champion cow. 


O. M. Whittemore, Lenox, Mass., 
sold his herd of 72 Guernseys, under 
the management of the Herrick-Merry- 
man Sales Company, for an average of 
$198.33. Bosworthfield Evelyn and 
Bosworthfield Ethel, full sisters, top- 
ped the sale at $500 each. 


The Colorado State Fair was largely 
a Pueblo affair. The herds of F. C. 
Kay and J. W. Loving were exhibited, 
along with a bull belonging to the San 
Luis Valley Dairy Association. Guern- 
seys were judged by Mr. Lascelles, 
former extension dairyman for Colo- 
rado.

In the past few years, a techni- 
que of mass X-ray, utilizing mobile 
apparatus and traveling technicians, 
has become widespread throughout 
the United States. In what is without 
doubt the greatest TB case-finding 
program in history, factories, business 
organizations, schools and colleges all 
over the land have availed themselves 
of this valuable service. 

Thus, many incipient or early cases 
have been detected, placed under 
treatment, and arrested before it was 
too late. Countless others, who might 
have been infected by contact, have 
been spared. This campaign is a con- 
tinuing One, it must never stop until 
tuberculosis is brought under com- 
plete control.

Frank Loucnary, secretary of the 
California Guernsey Cattle Club, is 
now in the Army.

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TAX RELIEF 


Revenue Act of 195] 


N a previous article in this Journal, 
I dealing with capital gains and 
losses of dairy farmers, a part of 
the discussion was devoted to the then 
current state of the Federal income tax 
law and court decisions relating to tax 
on profits on sales of dairy cattle held 
by the owner for more than six months 
(Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, January 
15, 1950; Vol. 78, No. 2, PP. 179, 309). 
It was stated therein that the question 
whether gains on such sales give rise to 
ordinary gains or to capital gains was 
being contested in the courts and, 
while the government was losing the 
cases, the outcome was not certain and 
a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States might be required to 
settle it. The suggestion was made 
that taxpayers file claim for refund to 
protect themselves. 


The answer to the question whether 
such gain is ‘‘ordinary’’ gain or ‘‘capi- 
tal” gain is important for ordinary 
gains are taxed in full at the taxpayers 
highest bracket rate. However, only 
one-half of the long term capital gain is 
taxed at ordinary rates with a limitation 
that the tax on the whole gain cannot 
exceed 25% for the calendar year 1951 
and preceding years, or 26% for taxable 
years beginning after October 31, 
1951, and before November 1, 1953, 
in the case of individuals, or beginning 
after March 31, 1951, and before April 
1, 1954, in the case of corporations. 


Congress has now spoken and the 
controversy seems to be at an end 
with the decision in favor of the 
farmer.* 


The Revenue Act of 1951 (which 
became law on October 20, 1951) con- 
tains the following provision: 


SEC. 324. SALES OF LIVESTOCK. 


Section 117 (j) (1) is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the follow- 
ing new sentences: “such term also 
includes livestock, regardless of age, 
held by the taxpayer for draft, breeding, 
or dairy purposes, and held by him for 
12 months or more from the date of 
acquisition. Such term does not include 
poultry.” The first sentence added to 
section 117 (j) (1) by the amendment

made by this section shall be applicable 
with respect to taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1941, except that 
the extension of the holding period 
from six to 12 months shall :. appli- 
cable only with respect to taxable years 
beginning after December 31, 1950. 
The second sentence added to section 
117 (j) (1) by the amendment made by 
this section shall be applicable only 
with respect to taxable years beginning 
after December 31, 1950. 


The ‘“‘such term”’ referred to in the 
above amendment is the term “prop- 
erty used in the trade or business” 
debned in section 117 (j) (1) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. Under section 
117 (j), in the case of “property used 
in the trade or business,”’ if the gains 
of the year from such sales or exchange 
exceed the losses, all the transactions 
are considered capital, and the capital 
gain rate is applied to the excess; i the 
losses of the year exceed the gains, all 
the transactions are considered ordi- 
nary, and the excess loss is deductible 
against ordinary income. The effect 
of the amendment, then, is to place the 
livestock therein defined within the 
category of property used in the trade 


or business if it is held for the required 
eriod. 

The following illustrations show the 
application of the provisions assuming 
in one case that the year’s operations 
show a gain on all such transactions 
and, in the other, that the year’s opera- 
tions show a loss. 

The amendment also clears up cer- 
tain disputed points. 

The phrase “regardless of age’’ is 
designed to overcome the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue’s position when it 
was indicated that capital gain treat- 
ment would be aliowed on the sale of 
culls but might not be allowed where 
the animals were “not used for sub- 
stantially their full period of useful- 
ness.’’ Mimeograph 6660. 

The phrase in the amendment “held 
by him for 12 months or more from the 
date of acquisition” provides for a 
rene period beginning with the 
date of acquisition and not beginning 
with the date when the animal was 
first put to use. There has been con- 
siderable controversy on this point, for 
some revenue agents have taken the

For taxable periods beginning after 
December 31, 1941, and before January 
1, 1951, the required holding period of 
the animals is more than six months 
For 1951 and subsequent years the 
holding period is 12 months or more 
For other property used in the trade 
or business the holding period is more 
than six months for all years 


The last part of section 324 also ex 
pressly makes the amendment to sec- 
tion 117 (j) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, insofar as it relates to cattle, 
retroactively applicable to taxable years 
beginning after December 31, 1941 
when section 117 (j 
the law. 


first went into 


This retroactive feature of the sec- 
tion permits the taxpayer to use its 
provisions as a defense against the as- 
sertion of deficiency in tax for any of 
the years 1942-1950, inclusive. It also 
allows refund or credit of taxes hereto- 
fore paid on a different basis for any of 
such years if claim therefore is filed 
before the statue of limitations has 
run for the year. (The amendment 
does not re-open barred years.) There 


is an enormous body of law dealing 
with the question of timeliness of filing 
of claim for refund or credit of Internal 


Revenue taxes. For this purpose, how 
ever, it is enough to say that a claim 
for refund or credit of ov erpayment of 
tax for a year is timely if it 1s filed with 


the Collector of Internal Revenue 


1) Within three years from 


the time the return was filed: 
or 


2) Within two years from the 
time the tax was paid; or 


3) Before the expiration of 
the period agreed upon by the 
Commissioner of Internal Re- 
venue and the taxpayer on 
Form 872 called ‘Waiver of 
Restrictions on Assessment 
and Collection of Deficiency in 
Tax,’ or, with certain limita- 
tions, within six months after 
the expiration of such agreed- 
upon period. 


While the foregoing has dealt pri- 
marily with dairy cattle, it should be 
noted that the provision relates to 
“‘livestock’’ and thus includes draft 
and other breeding animals 


The Congress is to be commended 
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for clarifying and settling, both for the 
past and for the future, this very diff- 
cult problem which has vexed so many 
operators in the dairy business

Mayhe It Isn't The Feed 


Dr. J. W. BAILEY 


E recently stopped at a dairy 
farm where most of the cows 


were affected with a watery 
diarrhea. They were not too 
sick, but were gaunt and more or less 
off feed. The owner was chiefly con- 
cerned over the decreased milk pro- 
duction. This was really serious, for 
the cows were down to about a third 
of what they were giving before the 
scouring started 


brow n 


Trouble had started with a single 
old cow. When she became “loose” 
the owner blamed the trouble on frozen 
or moldy silage that she might have 
eaten. However, as more animals be- 
came affected, he began to think that 
maybe the scouring represented some 
kind of a “‘catching’’ disease. It 
turned out that this was correct, for 
the diarrhea was shown to be so-called 
“winter dysentery.” 


It may appear in almost any state, 
and generally shows up between De- 
cember and March, thus explaining its 
name. The disease is also known as 
“black scours’”’ and vibrionic enteritis. 
It spreads rapidly in a herd and is 
caused by a germ called Vibrio jejuni. 
The germs are given off in the watery 
manure, and infect other animals that 
swallow them with contaminated food 
or water 


The germs may be carried on shoes 
or by animals like cats and dogs. We 
knew of one outbreak that followed 
the route of a certain milk hauler and 
appeared in every barn where he stop- 
ped for milk. In the case of the farmer 
mentioned earlier, he evidently caused 
his own trouble by bringing the germs 
home on his overshoes after visiting a 
neighbor's herd that was infected. 

It usually takes about four days for 
scouring to start after animals have 
swallowed the germs. Symptons of 
the disease are about as already des- 
cribed, with the principal one being 
that stinking thin diarrhea. Deaths 
seldom occur, but extremely lowered 
milk production make winter dysentery 
a pretty expensive disease on a dairy 


farm. Nor is it limited to milk cows 
for it may break loose in calves or beef 
animals. Calves may be seriously set 
back and fattening stock may suffer 
through heavy losses in weight and 
condition. Scouring usually ends with- 
out treatment after about three days, 
but it may take much longer for normal 
milk yields to be regained. There is no 
definite pattern for the disease, since a 
diarrhea may persist for weeks, and 
the severity varies. Sometimes it is 
extremely mild, while again it is so 
bad that the manure is bloody and 
contains strings of mucus 


Scouring is sometimes caused by 
spoiled feeds like the silage first sus 
pected by our farmer friend. Shipping 
fever, changes of feed, coccidiosis, and 
various kinds of poisoning may also 
cause severe scouring that might be 
mistaken for winter dysentery. If 
you're in doubt at any time, it'll prob- 
ably pay you to get a veterinarian on 
the job to make a definite diagnosis 
You'll want to get started with treat 
ment as soon as possible, and there's 
no need of doctoring something before 
you know what it is. 


In case it really does break out, there 
are several effective remedies. An 
ounce or two daily of weak chlorine or 
copper sulfate solutions are often 
helpful. Your veterinarian will have 
newer and more effective drugs not 
generally available on farms, so you 
may want him to treat the animals. His 
call may be an economical one, for the 
quickest way to stop the scouring is 
the quickest way to stop losses of milk 
or weight that can run into money 
pretty fast. Whether you do the treat- 
ing or have a veterinarian do it for you, 
both affected and healthy animals had 
better be treated, since treatment may 
prevent infection before it actually 
occurs. Along with medication of 
stock, you’d better not track manure 
in feed ways or allow dogs and cats 
and visitors to do it. Remember that 
the dirty stuff is loaded with dangerous 
germs, so BE CAREFUL!

Moperator Knox: Professor 
Vorrison, how much hay can you feed 


milking cows per hundred pounds of 
body weight? 


PROF. MORRISON: Well, we com- 
monly think of hay equivalent that is, 
reducing silage to hay equivalent and 
dividing it by three. Now with what 
I would call good hay, a common rule 
is that a cow Ought to eat two pounds 
of hay equivalent, hay plus silage, per 
hundred pounds, with reasonably good 
hay. Now, if a fellow is fortunate in 
having superior quality hay, he may 
get close to three pounds of hay. I'll 
bet you can get up to pretty nearly 
three pounds per hundred pounds of 
live weight. 

Mr. PRritzl_: My 
pounds of hay a day 
what they eat. 

PROF. Morrison: And they will 
average about what, live weight? 

Mk. PritzL: Oh, the average cow 
is about 1100 pounds. 

PROF. MORRISON: Well, that is two 
and one-half pounds of hay per hun- 
dred pounds live weight 

Mr. FLEMING: But he 
silage. 

PROF. MorRISON: Either hay or 
silage, hay “plus silage divided by 
three, which is the common rule. 

MODERATOR KNox: In this all- 
roughage feed work that was carried 
on down in New Jersey, I noticed the 
cows there consumed 2.9 pounds of 
hay for the all-roughage group for a 
1,000-pound cow. 

PROF. MORRISON: How much si- 
lage? I think figured out 28 or 29 
pounds of hay equivalent per 1,000

pounds or something like that. In 
this New Jersey experiment it is im- 
portant to bear in mind that they 
didn’t use New Jersey-grown hay. 
They used Western-grown United 
States No. 1 extra heavy alfalfa 
I don’t know whether you will object 
to that statement, but it seems to me 
that was unfortunate, that they used 
that very superior quality of Western 
hay. Apparently, they couldn’t buy 
any hay of that quality in New Jersey, 
or couldn't produce it on the experi- 
mental farm, so they really stacked the 
cards in favor of no concentrate feed- 
ing by using the kind of roughage that 
we don’t grow in New York and most 
folks can’t grow in New Jersey. 

Mr. TANIS: We are not able to 
grow that kind of good hay there 

PrRoF. MORRISON: It seems to me 
there is a danger in an experiment 
station doing that, because the news 
came out, “Hay Burners or Grain 
Burners?’’—giving our New York 
farmers entirely the wrong idea, that 
they shouldn’t feed concentrates lib- 
erally. Well, it usually pays them to 
feed, with the kind of roughage that 
we have in New York State, it pays 
them to feed concentrates liberally. 
I am just mentioning that because 
you want to be cute what is put 
into the record. There is that fault in 
that experiment, one which I think is 
fairly serious. 


Moperator Knox: Professor 
Morrison, what influence does soil 
have on the composition of roughages? 


ProF. Morrison: Of course, that 
is a very moot question. Herman 
could elucidate some of the difficulties

you folks in Missouri have had with a 
certain person there. In talking to 
farmers and students, I put it this way: 
Fertilization of land for hay or pasture 
is very, very important, first of all to 
permit the growing of more legumes, 
which increases the nutritive value and 
also increases the yield. If there is 
some mineral deficiency, if there is a 
phosphorus deficiency, the appli- 
cation of phosphate may—you notice 
I say MAY—produce forage of normal 
phosphorus content, but the Michigan 
work shows that sometimes on a 
phosphorus-deficient soil, unless the 
application of phosphate is very liberal, 
you may greatly increase the pro- 
duction of alfalfa and still the alfalfa 
may be rather shy on phosphate. But 
the application of fertilizer is mighty 
profitable from the standpoint of those 
two things, increasing the proportion 
of legumes and increasing the yield, 
and sometimes it will improve the 
nutritive value. Sometimes not. 

Mr. StaGG: Provided you 
sufficient waterfall. 

Pror. Morrison: Oh, yes, of 
course. If you don’t have rain, you 
are not going to get a crop. 

Dr. HERMAN: Don’t you think you 
do perhaps slightly increase palatability 
because your crop grows more rapidly 
and oftentimes more vigorously and

Pror. Morrison: Salisbury and I 
conducted some experiments at Cor- 
nell some years ago on nitrogen 
fertilization of old timothy meadows, 
some 11 or 13 fields, in cooperation 
with farmers out around the state. We 
pretty nearly doubled the yield of 
timothy. It was pure timothy, no 
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legumes. We increased the protein 
content somewhat. The nitrogen- 
fertilized hay was higher in fibre than 
the unfertilized hay, because it grew 
great tall stuff, you know; it had to 
have a lot of fibre to support the 
stems. 

Mr. STAGG: 
same stage? 

PROF. MorRISON: All cut at the 
same stage, but that was before they 
got to determining lignin, and I 
would be willing to bet there was less 
lignin in the nitrogen-fertilized hay, 
because the stems were softer. 

MODERATOR KNOx: That is 
findings on it, too. 

PrRoF. MORRISON: We couldn't be- 
lieve the figures, but it was consistent 
that this great big tall timothy that the 
cattle liked better was actually higher 
in fibre.

Moperator Knox: If a breeder 
has had difficulty in making of good 
roughage on account of rain and one 
thing and another that affects every 
haying season, can he afford to sell 
that poor quality hay and go out and 
pore ord top quality hay that may 
have been made in another section of 
the country, the good hay to perhaps 
cost him more by one-third or one- 
half to double what he gets for his poor 
grade of home-made hay? 

Mr. TANIS: I think so, to feed 
once a day. He can feed his best out 
once a day 

MODERATOR KNox: Let’s brief our 
comments of anyone else on these 
questions because we have only gone 
through a small number so far. 

Mr. StTAGG: I would agree with 
Mr. Tanis that he sell part of his poor 
hay and buy some good hay and feed 
the good hay once a day and the poor 
hay once a day. 

MODERATOR KNOx:

Moperator Knox: It has been 
said that good alfalfa hay, put up 
under ideal conditions, after four to 
six months begins to deteriorate rapid- 
ly in essential food elements. I had 
the opportunity recently to feed several 
tons of good alfalfa hay, put up in ex- 
cellent condition, and stored in a good 
dry place. This hay was two years old 
when fed, cut before bloom and field 
cured, harvested without any spoilage. 
Production gained on this hay. Why? 

Dr. HERMAN: Better hay. 

Mr. Pritzt: It was probably a 
better quality of hay than the hay that 
he had fed before. 

Dr. HERMAN: The only thing it 
loses in any marked amount is carotin. 

Mr. FLEMING: We have never 
bought any hay and we store some 
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hay. We try to finish up with the hay 
the next year. There is very little caro- 
tin in fact but I think the quality of it 
is good. I wouldn’t want to feed it all 
the time 


Moperator Knox: Do _ heifers 
raised on nothing but roughage stand 
heavy production as two-year-olds as 
well as those fed grain during the 
growing period? 


Dr. HERMAN: Better

grain? 

Dr. HERMAN: They will stand the 
production. They will not produce as 
much as heifers that get grain. 

Mk. FLEMING: I think that depends 
on how long you bring them in _ before 
and feed them. I don’t know what he 
means there. 

MODERATOR KNOX:

Mr. TANIS: According to whether 
they produce heavily. 

Dr. HERMAN: A heifer that gets all 
roughage up to freshening time gen- 
erally doesn’t carry as much weight 
and fat and will not produce as 
heavily. 

Mr. StaGG: I believe a heifer that 
gets an abundance of roughage and a 
moderate amount of grain, whereby 
she is in average hard flesh condition, 
will stand heavier production than our 
patchy fatted heifers. By the time 
they withhold grain feed and get the 
udder to working, they will have a 
thinner heifer than they would do in 
the moderate-fleshed heifer, and the 
moderate-fleshed heifer would pro- 
duce heavier than the over-fatted 
heifer. 

MODERATOR KNOx: That 
with your thinking, Jake? 

Mr. TANIS: Yes, I would agree 
with that.

Moperator Knox:Can roughage 


feeding practices help in the develop- 


ment of desirable dairy types? If so, 
how? 

Mr. STAGG: Very definitely. 

Mr. TANIS: The reason for that is, 
you should feed an animal a lot of 
roughage to develop her body so she 
has capacity. 

Moperator Knox: Can grass sil- 
age be used as the only roughage for 
dairy cattle? 

Mr. TANIS: It can be used but it is 
not desirable. 


Moperator Knox: Is there any 
argument with that position? 

Mr. STAGG: It can be used if fed to 
a cow which is the normal way for a 
cow to take in roughage, at various 
intervals, and regardless of where the 
cow is, she can take in some grass 
silage and, in so doing, it can be 
substituted 100 per cent for hay. In 


fact, | know of a herd that hasn't had 
a spear of hay for 12 years and three 
years ago the average of that herd was 
512 pounds of fat. Regardless of 
where this herd of cattle was, whether 
they were in the exercise lot or in the 
barn or whether they were in good 
grass pasture, there was grass silage 
available. 


Moperator KNox: Name _ the 
most important factors in making 
good grass silage. Who has had the 
most experience with grass silage here? 

Mr. FLEMING: Not too much with 
me. 

Mr. Huston: I don’t know. I 
haven’t had too much experience. 
We have only been at it about 10 years. 

Pror. Morrison: Well, they have 
conducted several years’ experiments 
at Cornell and I have been over the 
reports of other stations. When mo- 
lasses was cheap, we could say that the 
best way of insuring good quality of 
grass silage was to add enough mo- 
lasses—and that takes more than some 
folks use—or the use of ground grain, 
150 to 200 pounds per ton of ground 
grain insures usually—you notice I 
say USUALLY—a good quality le- 
gume silage. Of course, less is needed 
where it is mostly grass. 

Now, that is an important question 
as far as the Eastern States are con- 
cerned. Molasses is over $70.00 a ton 
and grain is clear up in price, so that 
this year we are advising farmers and 
probably most of them will want to 
use the Wilding method. Usually, 
good grade silage can be made from 
legumes if you get the dry matter con- 
tent around 30 per cent ofr a trifle 
more. Sometimes it will smell pretty 
strong, we might even use the term 
stink, but the cows don’t object to it. 


MoperRAToR KNox: 
centage or your molasses do you lose? 
You lose about seven per cent, is that 
correct? 

Pror. Morrison: There is no good 
data on that question, as to what per- 
centage of the feeding value of mo- 
lasses or grain is left in the silage. We 
had a discussion on that just recently. 
The Massachusetts station put their 
estimate at 70 per cent, that that much 
of the value of the grain or the mo- 
lasses would be left. Our agronomists 
had been saying a loss of 10 per cent. 
They wanted my opinion and I said, 
“Well, I will split the difference be- 
tween the Massachusetts statement 
and what you fellows have been saying. 
I would say, to be safe, that peukealoly 
there would be a 20 per cent loss, 
because in the normal fermentations, 
excluding the top losses, in grass 
silage there may be a loss of nutrients 
of 15 or 18 per cent.” 

Mr. STAGG: Wouldn't the moisture 
content of the material at the time of 


What Ee; 
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filling the silo have quite a bearing on 
the nutritive value loss? 

PRoF. Morrison: Well, yes, of 
course, if it contains much less than 27 
or 28 per cent dry matter, you will have 
it just oozing out and stinking unto 
heaven. 

Mr. STAGG: What I meant by that 
question, Dr. Morrison, many people 
put up grass silage when they can’t 
make hay, during rainy weather, and at 
that time they have a terrifically high 
moisture content and the seepage from 
silos filled under those conditions is 
very great. 

PROF. MORRISON: The Massachu- 
setts work shows that the seepage is 
mostly water, there is not very much 
dry matter—what is it, four or five 
per cent dry matter?—so the loss of 
nutrients is not as high as you might 
think from the appearance of the silo 
and the stink 

Mr. StaGG: A very satisfactory 
preservative method that we have 
found in many parts of the country is 
where you take a combination of 50 
per cent molasses and 50 per cent 
grain feed. You have there dry ma- 
terial and you have molasses content 
and using 100 pounds of that to three 
to five tons of green material has 
proved very satisfactory in preserving 
grass silage. 

Mr. Pritzi: I had an interesting 
discussion with Dr. Adams of Klamath 
Falls, right after lunch and [hearda new 
angle on this grass ensilage. He says 
that he puts dry beet pulp with his 
ensilage and he said he has had the 
best ensilage and phenomenal results 
on it. 

Dr. 
pulp? 

Mr. Pritz_: He didn’t tell me the 
amount that he puts with it, but he 
said it is unbelievable, the results he 
has gotten from it and I thought may- 
be it would be interesting in case some 
of you wanted to try it 

Dr. HERMAN: Of course, you get 
beet pulp fairly cheap out there. 

Mr. Pritz_: You can get beet pulp 
cheaper than molasses 

Mr. StaGc: I have been 
timothy hay or cornstalks 

ProF. MorrRIsON: But some of the 
results gotten from that by some of the 
stations have not been very satisfactory. 
You have to be awfully careful that it 
packs well in the silo. I have seen 
statements that citrus pulp works well. 
I have not seen any reports of the 
experiments. 

Mr. FLEMING: We can buy citrus 
pulp right now for about $45.00. 

PROF. Morrison: I would guess 
that would be all right. 


HERMAN: How much beet 


using 


MoperaAtor Knox: How much 
would you have to use per ton? 
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Pror. Morrison: I would think 
about like grain, 150 to 200 pounds, 
where it is mostly legumes. 

Mr. FLEMING: That is when you 
bring the moisture down to about 63 
per cent when you put it in, like they 
do at Beltsville, around 63 to 65. 

PROF. MorRISON: Yes. Many 
folks don’t appreciate what they are 
doing when they add grain. Now, 


ground corn or corncob meal is a fine 
addition. Of course, where you have 


to ship the material from the corn 
belr, like in New York State, it is too 
expensive, but alfalfa, when it is just 
beginning to blossom, may have only 
20 to 22 per cent dry matter. Let’s say 
20 per cent for easy figuring. That 
means that in a ton you have 400 
pounds of dry matter. If you add 200 
pounds of corn grain to that, you are 
adding about 180 pounds of dry 
matter. Just see what you are doing. 
You are adding pretty nearly half as 
much dry matter as in the whole ton of 
alfalfa. 

Mr. STAGG: The nicest grass en- 
silage that I ever put up was by using 
five gallons of cultured buttermilk 
when the silo was one-fourth full, 
when it was one-half full, three-fourths 
full, and then put a five-gallon can on 
top. It was the most beautiful en- 
silage that I ever took out of a silo, 
and it increased the color of the milk 
more than any silage I have ever seen. 

PRoF. MorRRISON: I would suspect 
if you had left off the cultured butter- 
milk, the silage would have been just 
about as good, because, now, there 
are various concerns that manufacture 
culrures—-one of them is I believe 
called Silo Germ. They recommend 
spreading it on when the silo is one- 
third full, again when it is two-thirds 
filled, and then over the top. Well, 
the bacteria won't percolate far through 
the mass of silage and they may get 
good silage but they probably would 
have gotten it otherwise. The Silo 
Germ has been tested by several 
stations and there has been no benefit 
noted from it. 

Dr. HERMAN: You have a lot of 
lactic acid organisms there. If they 
just get a start on some carbohydrate 
material and get started growing, they 
are all right. 

Mr. STAGG: The next day after 
using this cultured buttermilk, I filled 
about half of the silo without 
using any, and the material came from 
the same field and was handled in as 
similar a manner as you could do from 
one day to the next, and I had a lot of 
spoilage in the half of the silo where I 
didn’t use this cultured buttermilk. 
The cultured buttermilk was used 
from a starter on skim milk. 

Pror. Morrison: Of course, butter- 
milk would be better than Silo Germ, 
because you are adding lactose. 


MR. STAGG: It was so heavy it would 
hardly pour. 


MopERATOR Knox: How does 
grass silage compare with corn silage 
in feeding value? 

Dr. HERMAN: I think for all prac- 
tical purposes it is very similar. I think 
all analyses show the grass silage has a 
little more water but it is a little higher 
in protein. It is a little lower in T. D. 
N., but I think for all practical purposes 
we figure them about the same. 


Moperator Knox: Rank in 
order, from highest to lowest, the usual 
methods of preserving roughages on 
the basis of effectiveness in conserving 


feed nutrients. 


Pror. Morrison: Well, from ex- 
tensive experiments by Beltsville, for 
instance, and also Cornell, I think 
without any question, ensiling a crop 
will conserve nutrients better than, 
well, I would put first dehydrating, 
artificial drying, like dehydrated alfalfa. 
There, practically everything is pre- 
served. And next, ensilage. The only 
trouble with dehydration is, it just 
takes too many B. T. U’s (British 
thermal units) to get out the water 
from a ton of hay to make it practicable 
on the average farm. Silage would 
rank next. Barn drying. Our experi- 
ments show that barn drying has very 
little advantage, either from the stand- 
point of preservation of nutrients or 
production, over field curing, if the 
weather is good. There is no differ- 
ence. Of course, barn drying has the 
advantage that you only aim to get it 
half dried and you can make hay earlier 
under our New York weather with 
barn drying than you can field curing. 

Mr. FLEMING: How about this heat 
in bales? That thing appeals to me. 

Pror. Morrison: We haven't had 
experience with that. 

Mr. FLEMING: Three men handled 
47 acres on the first cut and they did 
the mowing, the raking, the baling and 
the storing of it on the floor, and we 
tried out a fan with heat and made the 
best hay and the greenest hay that we 
have ever made. 

Moperator Knox: How much 
silage can be fed milking cows in 
proportion to 100 pounds of body 
weight? 

ProF. Morrison: With this early- 
cut silage, in the experiment that Pro- 
fessor Turk and Professor Trimberger 
just completed, the early-cut silage 
was, as I recall, 116 pounds they ate as 
the only roughage. 

Mr. STAGG: If it is on the basis of 
hay and silage, we feed about three 
= of silage per 100 pounds of 

ody weight. 


Moperator Knox: What is the 
best way to prevent bloat on legume 
pastures? 
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Mr. TANIS: 
while it is wet. 

Mr. HuSTON: Give them some dry 
feed before you turn them on it, some 
dry hay, and let the dew or whatever 
the moisture is dry off. 

Mr. FLEMING: I have had more 
trouble when it was dry than at any 
other time. The grass was dry, but 
when it gets to be June in our country 
and you get these hot nights and show- 
ers, it will dry off and you turn the 
cows out, but it is growing so fat that, 
when it colors a little yellow on top 
you had better watch it. 

Mr. HusTON: It doesn’t grow that 
fast in our part of the country. 

MODERATOR KNox: What plan do 
you follow, Charlie? 

MR. PRITZL: We try to get them to 
eat some dry hay before we turn them 
out. Some fellows in our country put 
some air-flat lime in the water and they 
seem to think that helps. I don’t know, 
I couldn’t say for sure whether it would 
of not. 

MODERATOR KNox: We are going 
into mineral feeding now. Let's hold 
it down a bit here. 

Mr. HusTON: Have you anything 
more on this thing that they were 
talking about? It seems to me they 
missed the boat entirely in some re- 
spects. The average farmer won't 
figure out all these Tocksiles that you 


Keep the cows out 


give him and, after all, you can have 
two test cow milkers, running side by 


side and you can switch cows on them 
and one fellow will get more milk on 
less grain time and time and time again. 


MopeErATOR KNOX: Some mineral 
companies would have you believe 
their minerals will sweeten your 
mother-in-law and put you through 
the pearly gates. College people say, 
“To heck with “em!” What do you 
feed in the way of minerals, if any, 
and, most important, WHY? 


Mk. STAGG: In many cases we have 
carbonates, oxides, iodine, and various 
other elements all in the same sack at 
the same time and oxidation has set in 
and in many cases we afe simply feed- 
ing a neutral material. However, when 
it comes to the over-all cow grain in- 
take, I definitely feel that we should 
treat the mineral picture from the trace 
element side and it should be kept 
within that realm or category, as trace 
elements put on the cow grain intake. 
Either it should be a supplement or 
put on the straight grain mixture. 

Mr. TANIs: Well, I have listened for 
the past 20 years to mineral salesmen 
and they have told me that it will 
eliminate abortion and it will help the 
animal. She will grow better and give 
more milk and many other things. 
Every time I have fed it, I have had bad 
luck, mostly where the cows would 
lose their pregnancy or we would get 
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a mummified calf. Then we would 
stop feeding it and we wouldn't have 
any more trouble. Most of it that I 
bought laid around the barns, because 
I didn’t feed it. The only thing that we 
do feed is a product that is put up by 
the Limestone Products, Inc., that they 
call Mikell. This has some trace min- 
erals, and we get along very well with 
that. We feed about one pound to 100 
pounds of grain. 


Mr. FLEMING: This mineral thing is 
something I don’t know too much 
about. I use it. We put some steamed 
bone meal and a little calcium in our 
grain ration and that is all, along with 
salt. I do keep some of the so-called 
trace minerals in the boxes where the 
cows have access to them. In Florida, 
we had to use iron and cobalt to raise 
cattle, so I know they can assimilate 
that, in that form. When I came to 
Bayville, I started using that same mix- 
ture of salt, iron and cobalt and we 
thought we had awfully good results 
from it. Maybe it was some other 
things. I don’t know. 


Mr. Huston: I realize that certainly 
the way we are doing it is the shotgun 
method and, of course, the men from 
the experiment stations are continually 
telling us the same thing they tell you 


Mr. StaGG: We ran three years’ 
work here at the Farm on various 
groups of cows, using trace elements, 
using sulphate, manginese sulphate, 
copper sulphate, coba't sulphate, and 
dicalcium phosphate and _ferro-sul- 
phate. We used them at various 
levels and we continued the experi- 
ment long enough that we had daugh- 
ters in milk from these cows. We ob- 
served the bone structure of their off- 
spring, chewing wood conditions, 
growth, appetites, and we found that 
with a step-up to a minor degree in 
ferro-sulphate, we got a step-up in 
hay consumption by the cows. When 
we used a very minor amount and it 
was put on concentrates to be mixed 
with farm grain or on a straight ration, 
the indications all point to the fact 
that owners of dairy cattle must be 
more precise in their methods of se- 
curing their concentrates where these 
trace elements are present in trace form, 
and to be sure that if there is a minor 
amount of copper or cobalr, ron ofr 
iodine, needed, it is there, rather than 
to depend on our soils and our rough- 
ages or, I might say, the customary 
shotgun method that has been prac- 
ticed by a large majority of the dairy- 
men down through the years. If it were 
possible for people to see and know 
firsthand with the dairy cow as with 
the chicken, in six or eight weeks, 
think our trace element picture as well 
as our over-all dairy nutrition picture 
would have been greatly improved 
over what it is at the present time. 


MODERATOR KNOx: Charlie, do 
you feed trace elements? 

Mr. Pritz_: We feed minerals. We 
are not sure that they are doing any 
good, but we are afraid that we might 
Miss Out on some of the trace elements 
that we might think we are lacking. 
We really don’t know whether they are 
doing any good, but we are afraid to 
not feed them. We feed bone meal 
and we also feed a trace mineral acid 
salt 


Mopverator Knox: Professor 
Viorrison, what minerals are most 
likely to be deficient in dairy rations 
and what are the best sources of such 
minerals satisfactory for use in mak- 
ing up such needs? 


Pror. Morrison: Well, first with 
reference to trace minerals, it is un- 
doubtedly, for any particular trace 
mineral, distinctly a local area problem. 
In New York, we have certain areas 
that are definitely lacking in cobalt. In 
Wisconsin, the men at the University 
have found very serious cobalt defi- 
ciencies in certain areas. Throughout 
the Southeastern States, outside of 
Florida, the men at the colleges say 
there is no indication of cobalt defici- 
ency; and I know of practically no 
evidence, except in a very poor, sandy 
soil like Florida, of a deficiency of cal- 
cium. Wherever there is any reason- 
able proportion of legumes, there can 
be no deficiency of calcium, because 
all legumes are high in calcium. I 
have never seen an analysis of alfalfa 
hay that didn’t run around one per 
cent calcium. I have seen no reports 
of experiments by the experiment 
stations that have shown an actual 
deficiency of iron for cattle. 

The question of manganese is much 
disputed. Manganese manufacturers 
would have you believe that there is a 
general deficiency. I can’t go along 
with them. 

The commercial mineral mixes on 
the market in a great many cases are 
loaded with limestone. Why? Lime- 
stone is cheap. They contain much 
more calcium than phosphorus. Now, 
that may be a disadvantage, because if 
you have too much of a certain mineral, 
it may produce injurious results. Too 
high an intake of calcium in proportion 
to phosphorus disturbs the calcium- 
phosphorus ratio and may be definitely 
injurious. Our feed manufacturers in 
New York State, take the G. L. F. and, 
well, I guess the Eastern States Federa- 
tion the same, now commonly add 
phosphorus, either 20 pounds of bone 
meal per ton or 15 pounds of dicalcium 
phosphate and five pounds of lime- 
stone, and also cobalt. 

I have been interested that certain of 
the large salt manufacturers are now 
putting out trace mineralized salt, and 
in those they have followed the recom- 
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mendations of such men as Volstead 
at Wisconsin, in the amounts that are 
added, and I think they are careful in 
not adding too much because, you see, 
there is definite danger in some of 
these things of giving them too much. 
So I think these trace mineralized salts 
are safe, and they are fairly economical 
in price. If a man had any question in 
his mind as to whether there was a 
deficiency, he could use trace mineral- 
ized salt and be safe. 

The question is: “Suppose a dairy- 
man is having these conditions—cows 
emaciated, run down in condition, 
gnawing wood and other objects? 
What two minerals may be deficient 
and how can he readily tell if one 
particular one is deficient?’ 

Well, the two that might cause those 
conditions are lack of phosphorus and 
lack of cobalt. Now, fortunately, if a 
man suspects cobalt deficiency, he can 
readily tell within two weeks. Just add 
cobalt to salt or supply cobalt in some 
other form, and if the appetite doesn’t 
recover within two weeks, and a re- 
markable recovery, it wasn’t cobalt, it 
was something else that was causing 
the trouble. The results are dramatic, 
according to the investigators at Wis- 
consin, New Hampshire and Florida. 

Mr. StaGG: Dr. Morrison, when 
you were speaking of these various 
trace elements in various sections and 
in various hays as being ample, on 
what basis of production did you have 
in mind, 350 pounds of fat or 800 
pounds of fat? 

PROF. MorRIsON: Well, my state- 
ments are based, that is, on a defici- 
ency of cobalt, if there is a deficiency, 
and there are certain definite symp- 
toms. The men in the Southeast, out- 
side of Florida, say they have never 
seen any indications of a deficiency 

Mr. STAGG: No, I mean in some 
areas you say our trace elements are 
ample. Well, does that ‘ample’ mean 
for a 350-pound fat cow or an 800- 
pound fat cow? 

PROF. MorRISON: Well, it is simply 
that the nutrition men or the veterinar- 
ians have never observed in their ex- 
perience any indication of deficiency. 


Mr. STAGG: But it does require 
more calcium and more phosphorus 
and iron and manganese be an 800- 
pound cow than it does for a 350- 
pound fat cow 

PROF. MorRISON: It requires more 
calcium. I don’t know whether it 
requires any more manganese or not. 

Mr. Huston: Do you think there is 
a definite ratio between them in the 
way in which they are absorbed? 

PRoF. MorRIsON: There is a definite 
ratio. The calcium-phosphorus ratio 
is important. 

Mr. HusTON: But some people are 
hooking the other thing to it and they 
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say this whole thing is absorbed in a 
definite ratio. 

PROF. MorRISON: Well, there are a 
lot of statements made by various 
people. 

Dr. HERMAN: A lot of those min- 
erals no doubt act as catalysts in that 
connection. 

Mr. Huston: If they act in that 
— and you get up to 800 pounds 
of fat, then the deficiency would be a 
lot more noticeable and it would im- 
pair your production a lot more than if 
you were running on a lower level. 

Dr. HERMAN: There is no doubt 
about that but, on the other hand, | 
would like for somebody to tell me 
what the requirements are for an 800- 
pound cow. 

PRoF. Morrison: Take the South- 
eastern States and iodine. I have 
never heard of an iodine deficiency 
there. 

Mr. StTaGc: And yet when you give 
some extra to a Cow, you step up pro- 
duction. 

ProF. Morrison: I don’t know of 
any data that has been published that 
shows that on iodine in the South- 
eastern States. 

Mr. Huston: The enigma in this 
whole situation, as I see it, is that one 
person can consecutively make 900 or 
1,000 pounds and yet you travel 
through the United States and find 
cows that have duplicated his produc- 
tion records time after time and their 
udders are broken away, their bones 
are creaky, you can hear them walk 
from half a mile, wren fp get big 
joints, you get misplaced fat places all 
over them. His operation is so efh- 
cient that he can get by without that. 
What is the answer? 


Moperator Knox: Is Ideal Farms 
of Jake Tanis located on a dolomitic 
limestone soil? 

Mr. TANIS: Well, we have consider- 
able limestone in the county, but we 
still add ground limestone most every 
year, we put at least a ton of ground 
limestone every year on most of the 
fields. 

Moperator Knox: Is calcium to 
dry cows of value in preventing milk 


fever? 


Dr. HERMAN: Let’s answer it this 
way. A dry cow should have calcium, 
but I don’t think you can feed them 
enough calcium to prevent milk fever. 
In fact, I have tried it. 


Moperator Knox: My cows 
have been gnawing wood and eating 
dirt. Is that a symptom of faulty 
nutrition? 


Dr. HERMAN: We have fed the 
University of Missouri herd for over 
40 years with nothing but salt and 
steamed bone meal and a mineral sup- 
plement and never had any trouble. 


That could be attributable to a short- 
age of other minerals. We have two 
cows in the state that have made 1,000- 
pound records, all on home-grown 
feeds, with nothing but salt added, no 
mineral supplement in addition to the 
regular roughages. 

On this question of gnawing wood 
and eating dirt, it probably is a symp- 
tom of faulty nutrition, particularly the 
eating of dirt. I think probably it 
might be. Cows still will gnaw wood, 
partly, I think, as a matter of habit. I 
have seen calves gnaw it even when 
you have been feeding them every- 
thing you could get. I don’t know 
why they gnaw wood sometimes ex- 
cept that they like the taste of it. They 
will lick the paint off the barn door 
sometimes. Maybe someone can 
answer it. I have heard it explained on 
the basis of every rare mineral anybody 
ever thought of so far as that goes. 

PRoF. MORRISON: One of the best 
teams of horses in the neighborhood 
on our farm, Frank and George, lived 
to be 30 years old, and they would still 
pass most teams on the road, and, they 
had to put strap iron all over the stalls. 
They would even gnaw oak plank. 
There was no deficiency whatsoever; 
they just liked to chew. 

Mr. TANIs: I think that same thing 
is true of the cows licking dirt. I 
think they just like to go out and lick 
fresh dirt. Our cows seem to like fresh 
dirt when they can get out in the winter 
time. They don’t get out too long and 
it might be frozen and a lot of snow on 
the ground, but just as soon as they 
can get out and get into that dirt, they 
will lick some ot it. 

PROF. MorRISON: It doesn’t worry 
you any? 

Mr. TANIS: No it doesn’t worry me. 

Mr. FLEMING: Our cows are out 

ractically every day in the winter time, 
ei I notice if we put some up in the 
show barn that when we turn them out 
they will lick dirt. 

Mr. StTAGG: I have been of the 
opinion over the last 30 years regard- 
ing this gnawing and licking of dirt, 
that if we were to look into a possible 
combination of faulty nutrition and 
confinement, we probably would hit 
the answer within that realm. That 
could be right or it could be wrong, 
but I know that animals that are out 
all the time, take our heifers that have 
been out in the open shed all winter, 
you see no signs of wood chewing or 
dirt eating in that case. However, 
when cows or heifers are confined, 
there is dirt eating and wood chewing. 

Mr. FLEMING: Well, that isn’t true 
at our place because the heifers in open 
sheds will do some gnawing, also. 
They can go out into a great big lot, 
but they will still gnaw planks. 

Moperator Knox: Is magnesium 
related to grass tetany? 
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Dr. HERMAN: Yes. Generally, in 
gtass tetany, we have a low mag- 
nesium value of the blood, and we 
often find the plants are a little lower in 
magnesium content. We generally 
have a disturbed calcium-magnesium 
ratio in the rapidly growing plants 
You will have it only in very rapidly 
growing, immature grasses, and usual- 
ly on very rich soil, too. 

Mr. FLEMING: We have that on one 
farm and on the adjoining farm we 
have never had a case. On the first 
farm, fed the same way, we have had 
a number of cases. 

MODERATOR KNOox: How did you 
Stop it? 

Mr. FLEMING: We haven't stopped 
it. 

Dr. HERMAN: You have most of 
your trouble from grass tetany on very 
rich bottom soils. They have it in 
Holland and Northern Germany and 
in the Southeastern part of Missouri. 

Mr. FLEMING: We haven't had this 
farm as long as we have had the main 
farm, and I don’t believe it is as fertile. 

Dr. HERMAN: You usually inject 
the cow with calcium salts. Some- 
times we might add some magnesium, 
but usually Calciodextrose, which is 
the common name. 

Mr. HusTON: Are grass tetany and 
acetonemia hooked together? 

Dr. HERMAN: You have a combina- 
tion of milk fever and acetonemia 
sometimes. It is pretty hard to separ- 
ate them. The symptoms are very 
similar in grass tetany and acetonemia. 
The only thing is, you don’t have the 
pronounced amount of ketone bodies 
in grass tetany that you have in a true 
acetonemia. 


Moperator Knox: What vita- 
mins should receive special considera- 
tion in feeding dairy cattle, and sug- 
gest the best methods of providing 
them? 

PROF. Morrison: Well, except for 
very young calves, I would say without 
any question that Vitamin A and caro- 
tin are the most important. And the 
best way is, as we have discussed 
oxpencie and it has been emphasized 

y several of us, plenty of good qual- 
ity roughage. 

MopERATOR KNox: 
calf feeding? 

PROF. MorRISON: Well, good hay, 
as you fellows have emphasized, will 
supply the Vitamin A requirements. 
As you know, there have been several 
extensive experiments in New York, 
in cooperation with the state institu- 
tional herds, and in Michigan and 
Ohio, where they have tried giving 
these vitamin pills to calves. From the 
first report on that from one of the ex- 
periment stations it looked very opti- 
mistic on a few animals. Unfortunate- 
ly, when it was tried out in these states 


How 
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on several other experiments, there 
wasn't any noticeable difference in the 
incidence or the severity of scours. 
Now, with calves, if a person is trying 
to reduce the amount of whole milk to 
the irreducible minimum, then it is 
important to add vitamin supple- 
ments, particularly Vitamin A. And 
there has been much discussion on the 
use of irradiated yeast or other Vitamin 
D supplements for dairy cows and 
considerable propaganda. The Ver- 
mont Station has just published a 
bulletin, an excellent bulletin, by 
Newlander, in which they conducted 
a long-time experiment. One group of 
cows got field-cured hay, the ordinary 
kind; another group got barn-dried 
hay, with less exposure to sunlight; 
another group got wilted silage; and 
another group got irradiated yeast. 
There was no evidence that the use of 
irradiated yeast was beneficial. New- 
lander has written me that one of the 
cows, as I recall, is in the third lacta- 
tion, with a ration that we might have 
thought was deficient in Vitamin D, 
but is getting along all right, with no 
evidence of the need of irradiated 
yeast. 

MODERATOR KNox: Charlie, do you 
feed vitamins to your calves? 

Mr. PriTzL: Only Vitamin D in the 
winter time in the form of cod-liver oil. 

Mr. Huston: I do. We feed Kaff-A. 
It is a combination and I think there is 
everything in it. It is advertised in the 
Journal. 

Dr. HERMAN: There 
bunch of stuff in it. 

Mr. FLEMING: We have used it on 
one farm and on the other I did it for 
a while. We have discontinued it. 

Mr. TANIs: We feed them cod-liver 
oil. It is fortified. 

Mr. StaGG: We have incorporated 
dehydrated greens in all of our calf 
feed and I would like to quote Dr. Joe 
Atkins, who used to be Doc Peters’s 
assistant, where he stated that an aver- 
age cow, doing an average work, 
could not take in enough roughage to 
supply her vitamin A and carotin 
needs and it was absolutely essential, 
to keep up her normal work year after 
year, that dehydrated greens be incor- 
porated within the grain ration. How- 
ever, if all farmers had 90,000 unit A 
ensilage and 90,000 unit A hay, and 
they get in, I believe he said 60 pounds 
per cow per day, she could get enough 
Vitamin A to carry on the work of the 
average sized cow. A very small per- 
centage of farmers would have that 
Vitamin A content roughage at all 
times, so it was essential that they in- 
corporate it within their grain mixture 
for her to carry on her work year after 
year. He carried on the work at the 
Maryland Experiment Station. 

PROF. MorRISON: Thete is no report 


is a whole 


of published data that would bear out 
those statements. Also, an animal has 
tremendous ability, fortunately, to 
store Vitamin A in their liver and other 
body tissues, so that in the experi- 
ments where they have tried to produce 
Vitamin A deficiency, if a cow has 
been on decent pasture during the 
summer, it will take several months to 
deplete her Vitamin A stores. 

Dr. HERMAN: It took us 120 days 
to deplete heifers that had been on 
pasture, to get them down to where we 
could study the absorption of Vitamin 
A. We gave them absolutely no 
Vitamin A. 

Mr. STAGG: At Maryland, they took 
animals and depleted them of A to the 
extent where a large percentage of 
them retained their placentas and they 
had big-headed calves, etc. 

Dr. HERMAN: We depleted some of 
ours until they couldn’t walk; they 
were blind; they did drop normal 
calves, though. 

Mr. TANIs: We don’t seem to have 
any trouble. I don’t remember when 
we had a big-headed calf or anything 
like that, and certainly not because 
they don’t produce. 

Dr. HERMAN: The Vitamin A short- 
ages are going to show up in eye 
troubles about the first thing. 

Mr. FLEMING: When I had all that 
trouble in the Bahamas and lost so 
many cows, that was the trouble. 

Mr. STAGG: I was in a man’s barn 
this last week and there was a wet 
streak down from the eyes of every 
calf in that barn under five weeks of 
age. 

Dr. HERMAN: A young calf doesn’t 
have a very rich supply. It gets a lot in 
the colostrum, though. 

Pror. Morrison: If the cow has 
been fed properly, yes, but I know of 
no well-controlled experiment indicat- 
ing that when a farmer feeds decent 
quality hay, or hay and silage, good 
pasture, reasonably good pasture dur- 
ing the growing season, there is a 
benefit from adding Vitamin A sup- 
plements to the milking herd. 

Dr. HERMAN: It is my observation 
that there is a growing tendency for 
too many good dairymen to depend 
on vitamin supplements and additions 
to the diet of calves and neglect most 
of the practical and proved phases of 
herd management that have been so 
necessary in the growing of calves. 

Pror. MORRISON: Amen! 

Mr. Huston: There is only one 
thing to add to that; there are a lot of 
scrawny calves around. 

Dr. HERMAN: I know there are, but 
I don’t think we can cure them with 
pills. I have been out in Missouri and 
other states, on farms. Some fellow 
will say, “I am feeding so many units 
of this and that,’” and you go back 
over the program and he is doing al- 
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most everything in the book wrong 
from the standpoint or raising a good 
calf. 

Mr. TANIs: Well, I don’t think we 
ought to raise those kind of animals. 

Dr. HERMAN: I don’t think you 
ought to let them get started. 

Mr. TANIs: I think we ought to be 
able to grow cattle according to the 
way the average farmer can grow them 
and also feed them that way. When 
we get away from that, we are just 
hothousing them or doing something 

else that is not practicable 

Dr. HERMAN: I think if you stay 
pretty close to nature, you are not 
going to miss the boat very far. 

PrRor. MorRISON: For bulls, using 
artificial insemination, various supple- 
ments have been very greatly recom- 
mended. Well, Salisbury started and 
Bratton continued; they tried to pro- 
duce the Vitamin A deficiency in these 
bulls of the Wisconsin Artificial Breed- 
ers’ Association. They gave them poor 
hay, and straw, but they couldn’t pro- 
duce Vitamin A deficiency until they 
cut out all hay and straw and fed them 
dried beet pulp as a substitute for all 
the hay and straw, and even then it 


took some months to do it. 

Dr. HERMAN: Yes, and at Beltsville 
they found out some of these bulls got 
to the place that they couldn't walk 
before they quit producing sperm. 

PROF. MORRISON: Other symptoris 
showed up before the quality of the 


semen was impaired 


Moperator Knox: What is the 
present status of hormone feeding for 
the milking herd, with special refer- 
ence to thyroprotein (thyroxine), and 
under what conditions may it be fed 
advantageously? What precautions 
must be observed in its use? 


Mr. TANis: I think anyone who 
would feed it would be very foolish. 
Again, I want to say that we ought to 
stick to good common-sense farm 
programs, and when we try to unbal- 
ance anything in the animal, we are 
going to have an unbalanced animal, 
we are going to have trouble, and the 
first trouble that develops I think is 
breeding trouble when you get your 
animal unbalanced 

If you can get more milk from 10 
cows by taking care of the cows than 
you will from 20 cows, what is the use 
of keeping the 20 cows? 

Mr. Huston: You are bringing in 
the human element there 

PROF. MorRISON: That ts important. 

Mr. Huston: That is the most 
important thing that we need to run 
through here 

Mr. TANIs: I say that you can have 
the best cow in the world and the best 
feed in the world, but God Almighty 
has put man on earth and it is man. 
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You could have all the other things 
and if you don’t have good super- 
vision, good handling, you still have 
nothing; and any farmer who uses a 
stick on his cattle is just chasing the 
milk away from them. 

PROF. MORRISON: That is good. 

Mr. TANIS: The animal must have 
confidence in the man who is taking 
care of her. Just as you said, you can 
change milkers and your cow will go 
down. You can change them back 
and your cow will come up, and that 
is why it is not only the cow and the 
feed but it is also the human element. 

Mr. Huston: And one man can 
take less feed and a ration that you 
think is unbalanced and his cows will 
come through the year in better shape 
than the other fellows’ who has it all 
balanced out. 

Mr. TANIs: It is the confidence that 
the animal has in the person who is 
looking after them 

Mr. Huston: Another thing is this 
hay consumption and that, in nine 
cases Out of 10, is in direct proportion 
to the guy who feeds it. 

Mr. FLEMING: Let me bring in a 
point there. I have one man who feeds 
20 cows and milks them with the ma- 
chine and he gets more hay into those 
cows than any other man I have, and 
the reason he does that is, he feeds his 
grain and after he gets through, he 
puts in just a little hay. They will eat 
that up and he will milk about five or 
10 cows and then he will go back and 
put a little more in and then he will 
finish up and put a little more in. He 
can get more hay into the cows than 
any man I have ever known. 

Mr. Huston: I watched Jack Frede- 
rick feed his cows hay and it took him 
about a half hour to feed those cows 
hay, and when he went down there the 
first time, there wasn’t any cow that 
got more than about three double 
handfuls of hay the first time around. 
Then he did a little sweeping and 
started around again and it took him 
a whole half hour to feed that bunch 
of cows hay. Some cows got five or 
six of those bunches; other cows got 
only two or three, but when they went 
out of there, those troughs were all 
cleaned up nice and clean and they 
went back out to the pasture. 

Mr. TANIS: That is when they will 
eat more, when your troughs are clean- 
ed up, but I think those people's 
troubles are that they are trying to feed 
them too much grain and they are 
completely unbalanced, such as you 
have a question there of 4-2-1, or 
something. Well, if you would re- 
verse that and feed four parts of oats 
and two parts of corn and one part of 
linseed, it wouldn’t be completely 
balanced, because I want some bran 
and middlings in there, but it would 
be a whole lot better than four parts of 


corn, because that will fatten your cow. 

Mr. Huston: Don’t you think, in 
summarizing this thing letter we go 
on, that most of our trouble is in the 
human element of this thing, in super- 
vision and the man working? 

Mr. TANIs: It will all boil down to 
the human element, whether a person 
knows how to care for an animal or 
whether he doesn’t. I mean, it is just 
the same as a fellow who plants any 
kind of a plant. One person plants and 
he couldn’t find a plant that would 
grow under any circumstances. 
Another fellow plants and the plants 
just flourish and grow beautifully. 


Moperator Knox: According to 
Ed. Harrison in the Holstein-Friesian 
World, Epsom salts, along with the 
usual dextrose, is very effective in 
checking acetonemia. Has that been 
tried on Guernseys? 


Mr. Huston: It has. Some people 
report good results and some people 
don't. One gentleman made the 
statement that he was of the opinion 
that it didn’t play any part in it, so 
there are a lot of conflicting reports. 

MODERATOR KNOx: Harty, 
comment on that, briefly? 

Dr. HERMAN: I don’t believe, gen- 
erally speaking, we can predict ace- 
tonemia. We know what happens, 
from the standpoint of ketone ae 
in the blood. We know that it is im- 

roper oxidation of fats, but I don’t 
eioes that Epsom salts could neces- 
sarily prevent it. It might help in 

ulling a little fat off the cow's back, 
me whether it would do it at the right 
stage or not, and in the proper quanti- 
ties, I would doubt. 

Mr. StTaGG: Dr. Harrison’s recom- 
mendation I believe was a combina- 
tion of Epsom salts, chloral hydrate 
and dextrose. 

MODERATOR KNox: Chloral hydrate 
wasn't mentioned in this question. 

Dr. HERMAN: The dextrose would 
play a very important part. 

Mr. STAGG: All of those to be used 
with a stomach tube. 

Dr. HERMAN: The dextrose would 
help 

Mr. Pritzi: I might tell you my 
experience. I have for years been able 
to smell acetonemia in the milk and I 
didn’t know what it was until five or 
SIX years ago. When a cow gets ace- 
tonemia, I know the minute she gets 

because when the milk hits that 
Sion, it just comes up in my face 
and I can smell it. And, of course, I 
know the minute she gets over it, too; 
I can tell it in the milk. 

I had a cow recently that was milk- 
ing 65 pounds of milk a day and she 
milked for about two weeks and she 
got acetonemia. I started to gradually 
smell the acetonemia; it was coming a 


any 
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little stronger in the milk, and I let her 
go for about a week to see what would 
happen, if she would clear up herself 
or whether she wouldn't, and it didn't 
clear u  g so I gave her a pound and one- 
half of Epsom salts, the old-fashioned 
way, with the bottle, and the very next 
milking that smell was gone out of the 
milk. In day or two it returned 
faintly and then it vanished and she 
got over it and it didn’t come back. 
Just previous to that I lost two cows 
with acetonemia, before I knew about 
the Epsom salts treatment. My brother 
has used it with considerable success. 
We have lots of trouble with acetonem- 
la in Our country. 

MODERATOR KNox: Are there any 
other comments? 

Mr. STAGG: I would like to ask a 
question of the gentlemen here about, 
this cow that most people apologize 
for as being terrifically thin, and that 
just milks herself to death. Have any 
of you seen one of those kind of cows 
have acetonemia? 

MR. TANIS: No, it is mostly the fat 
cow. 

Mk. PRITZL: I have seen the skinny 
cows have acetonemia. 

Mr. STAGG: I mean the cows that 
will remain skinny over a period of four 
or five years. 

MR. PRITZL: Yes, sir. My cows are 
always skinny and they get just as 
much acetonemia as any of them. 


Mr. StTaGG: I don’t believe you 


quite get the kind of cow I am talking 


about. You know, there is a cow now 
and then that you see in various herds 
about the country. You don’t see 
them very often, but they are terrifical- 
ly thin and they are usually heavy 
milkers. Have you seen one of those? 
Now, a lot of people say if you can see 
their ribs, even though they are carry- 
ing a lot of fat, that they are thin cows, 
but I am talking about this very thin 
cow. 

Mr. Pritz_: Well, I don’t know 
about that skinny cow you are talking 
about. I would call that a skinny cow. 

Mr. STAGG: I have been observing 
that thing and following it through for 
possibly eight years,—the real thin 
cow that I speak of——and I have never 
known of a case. 

Dr. HERMAN: Mr. Stagg, we 
thought for a long while,—we feed a 
lot Teuih in Missouri and all through 
the middle West—that the boys were 
feeding too much corn and bringing 
on acetonemia, but we have had an 
awful lot of acetonemia down in the 
Ozark region, where the cows really 
are too thin for good production. That 
is, I mean they really just need more 
feed at freshening time, and a lot of 
those cows show up with acetonemia, 
so we kind of backed up on saying it 
was just the fat cows. For a while, we 
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used to tell chem to reduce their corn 
and not get the cows too fat and some 
of those things, and that worked fine 
until they started hauling them up 
from Southwestern Missouri to the 
veterinary clinic and they were strong 
enough to stand, but still too thin, and 
they had acetonemia. 

Mr. FLEMING: We have 330 milking 
cows and we had two cases this winter. 
Last year we had about the same num- 
ber. The year before, we lost three or 
four cows, and that year we made a 
short crop of hay and we had to feed 
some hay that we generally feed to 
heifers, not quite as good, so we did 
lose some cows. But we have never 
had a cow at our place with acetonemia 
when they were getting green feed, 
and I believe yet that there is some- 
thing tied up with this and Vitamin A. 
There is a section down through our 
county that is a kind of a ridge, and in 
this particular section there are just 
ordinary farmers who keep the cows 
to milk and all they get is corn, gen- 
erally, and white corn, and they get 
very poor quality hay, and in that 
particular ridge section, our veterinar- 
lan gets more acetonemia than he does 
in all the other sections of the county. 


Dr. HERMAN: I think you can say 
this about acetonemia, that you will 
generally have a lot less of it with cows 
that are out of doors a lot and getting 
exercise. Whenever you have cows in 
box stalls and confined, you have a 
higher percentage of it than you do 
when = are getting a reasonable 
amount of exercise. 


Mr. Pritz_: That won't be borne 
out in our country, because our cows 
are always outside, and they are always 
on grass. It is on grass where we have 
the most trouble. 

Dr. HERMAN: I am talking now 
particularly about cows put up for three 
or four weeks or a month before fresh- 
ening. I like to see cows that are 
carrying calves get a little exercise 
every day. 

ProF. MorRISON: Dr. Shaw at 
Maryland, and previously at Connec- 
ticut, has done, I believe, more re- 
search on acetonemia than anyone else. 
He just recently has made an exceed- 
ingly interesting announcement, 
which is that he has been able to cure 
severe cases of acetonemia by the use 
of this new cortisone. That is very in- 
teresting. When they get the price of 
cortisone down to where it is on a 
practical basis, that may be of far- 
reaching importance. 

MODERATOR KNox: There will be 
a full report of that in Hoard’s Dairy- 
man of June 25. 

Dr. HERMAN: That is reasonably 
sound, though, because that is tied up 
with oxidation in the body. 


Moperator Knox: Here is one on 
the size of cattle in the West and the 
size of cattle in the South and what 
relation it has to feed. So far as 1 
know, there is no evidence of any kind 
that can actually prove anything with 
reference to size of cattle in the various 
regions in relation to feed. I think 
there are some climatic factors as far 
as the South is concerned, but even 
that is inconclusive. Is that not true, 
Harry? 


Dr. HERMAN: That is true, but I 
have a pet theory. I have been out on 
the West Coast and hammered down a 
lot about this environment out there. 
First of all, they have a lot of roughage 
and they get a lot of production on 
roughage, and I think it takes a big, 
strong, deep-bodied cow to handle 
enough roughage to be a profitable 
cow. They operate, out there, some of 
the larger dairies, particularly, with a 
very high overhead, and they have to 
have high-producing cows, so I think 
you do have a selection factor for those 
kind of cows that can produce heavily 
on a large amount of roughage. I 
think that moreover calls for a strong, 
rugged cow, with a good udder, which 
I think they have. That is at least my 
theory. 

Mr. Huston: Charlie has just come 
back from a trip around the East. I 
wonder what he has to make in the way 
of observation on that. 

Mr. PRritzt: I just kind of agree 
with Harry on that. 

Dr. HERMAN: I would like to say 
one thing, if I may interrupt. About 
10 or 11 years ago I was out in the 
Northwest, and I spent a month visit- 
ing herds. I was at Dan Barkley’s 
Chuckanut Farm and he had pastures 
where the grass was about halfway up 
the knees of the cows, and I said, 
“Well, you have got an environment 
out here that adds about 100 to 150 
pounds of fat to every cow you have.” 

“Young fellow,” he said, “I want 
you to know one thing. We have good 
cattle.” 

I’ve thought about that a lot, and | 
think that people out there pick their 
cattle pretty carefully when they have 
to pay that high freight bill for getting 
them out there. I think there is some 
good inheritance as well as some good 
environment. 

Mr. TANIs: I think they grow very 
good oats on the West Coast, and oats 
play a very important part in the cow’s 
diet. 

Mr. STAGG: 
lower in protein. 

Mr. TANIS: You don’t want too 
much protein, anyway. 

Mr. StaGG: Doc. Herman, I think 
we might add to that West Coast 
story, especially in parts of Washing- 
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ton and Oregon, that a large majority 
of their pastures are lowland pastures 
that flood once a year and mineral 
elements from the soil in the high 
spots are carried down and deposited 
and sink down in those pastures, 
which gives the grass that those cows 
graze on a very high food value, which 
helps to grow and develop some of 
those good cattle 

Dr. HERMAN: That could be 

Mr. Huston: They don’t have 
much wash in Idaho, and they do a 
right good job of it there 

Mr. TANIs: Well, I think we would 
better not brag too much about the 
good cattle on the West Coast. 
I think we have some good ones all 
through the United States 


Moperator Knox: There are 
several questions here that have to do 
with the frequency of feeding grain, 
hay and silage. How frequently do 


you feed each of the three feeds going 
around? We have heard talk of once- 
a-day feeding hay and we have heard 
talk of 10-times-a-day feeding hay. 


Dr. HERMAN: We feed silage once a 
day and hay once a day. Grain at each 
milking, whether it is twice or three 
times. 

Mr. StTaGG: I would definitely 
recommend feeding hay free choice at 
all times for efficiency. If we are going 
to substitute silage for hay, or a large 
part of it or all of it, I would certainly 
recommend practically feeding silage 
free choice. 

Mr. TANIS: Our cows are fed silage 
and grain three-times-a-day and they 
are given hay twice-a-day, but they 
always have some hay that they can 
get at when they feel like eating. 

Mr. FLEMING: The two-times-a-day 
cows we feed twice-a-day hay, twice-a- 
day silage, and twice-a-day grain. Three 
times-a-day cows get each one three 
times. 

Mr. Huston: We do the same. We 
would like to feed our test cows hay 
four or five times a day if we could. 

MR. PRITZL: We feed our cows hay 
three-times-a-day and grain twice-a- 
day, but if it is necessary to increase 
the consumption of grain, I think it 
can be done by feeding three-times-a- 
day. 

MoperRATor Knox: This is a 
rough question, but I think you can 
interpret it any way you may desire. 
What are the principal nutrient defi- 
ciencies most likely to occur in dairy 
rations? 


I think perhaps this person might 
have had in mind that perhaps we stock 
too much protein and not enough T. 
D. N. That comment may not be 
appropriate, however. 

PRoF. MORRISON: Well, that de- 
pends upon the section of the country. 
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I would say, since I am a strong be- 
liever in an abundance of good rough- 
age, the chief deficiency in dairy 
rations is a lack of an abundance of 
pasture, hay and silage, from the 
standpoint of production and from 
the standpoint of dollars and cents 
economy. 

Herman, do you agree with me? 

Dr. HERMAN: Yes, I will agree with 
you. Of course, I do think more cows 
suffer from a hollow belly or hollow 
gut than anything else. They just 
don’t get enough to eat, that is all. 

PROF. MorRIsON: I would agree 
with that. 


Moperator Knox: Of the factors 
making up the cost of milk production, 
what percentage 1H the total cost is 
represented by feeding? 


I have a report here from the De- 
troit Milkshed of 1949-50 in which the 
total cost per cow perf year is given as 
$336.36, of which feed costs were 
$156.20. Those costs will vary from 
region to region and from area to 
area, but I think the old figure of 50 
per cent for feed costs and the balance 
for other costs is perhaps just a little 
bit out of line, with increasing labor 
costs that have crept in recently, and 
that might be shaded a little bit under 
50 per cent. 

Mr. StTAGG: Yes. I figured on five 
different herds, following this pro- 
gtam of ours, and those herds aver- 
aged 53 per cent on the over-all picture. 

PRoF. MorRISON: Well, about half, 
then. 

Dr. HERMAN: I think the old figure 
of 50 for feed and 25 per cent for labor 
will hold fairly well. Our labor in some 
cases is putting out more, but it is up. 
Maybe we will have to step it up to 30 
per cent. 


Moperator Knox: If the cows 
are fed twice-a-day, four times a day, 
or six times a day, what is the effect of 


feeding grain in proportion to milk 


production on the level of two pounds 
of milk per one pound of grain, four 
pounds of milk per one pound of 
grain, eight pounds of milk per one 
pound of grain? 


Mr. STAGG: We don’t have a one to 
eight group. We have a one to six 
group and they are in their second 
lactation, and in the second lactation 
they are milking equally well with our 
one to four and one to two groups. 
The one to two group in the second 
lactation are our poorest producers 
and they have proved so right along. 
The roughage intake on the one to six 
group over the one to two group is 
about 12 pounds of total roughage per 
day, and the cows that finish their 
lactation are not as thick and patchy 
as are the one to two group or the one 
to four group. 


PRoF. Morrison: Do the one to 
two cows have all the roughage they 
will eat? 

Mr. StaGc: All three groups are 
limited to 30 pounds of silage and 
over and beyond that they can have all 
the hay they want, and their left-over 
hay is weighed back. I might say 
breeding conditions or services per 
settle are considerably higher in the 
one to two group. I believe if we con- 
tinue this work for possibly three years, 
a majority of the one to two fed group 
will be going to the butcher. 

Mr. TANIs: That bears out the same 
thing as I have been saying, that a cow 
shouldn't have too much grain. 

PRoF. Morrison: What kind of 
cows, Holsteins? 

Mk. STAGG: They are all Guernseys, 
and they report their milk production 
for the lactation and the grain intake, 
the roughage intake, and you could see 
body weight, and every known thing 
that pops up in the way of breeding or 
sickness or hot quarters or anything of 
that nature is on the record. Certainly 
I believe if any of us were to see the 
group on the one to six basis, nod 
would be the cows that we would pick 
for economy and to build cow families 
without disturbance and to carry on 
and to build herds. 


Moperator Knox: Is a grain 
mixture improved by getting protein 
from several sources? May I answer 


that no, without an argument? 


PROF. MorRISON: That is the result 
of five years of experiments we con- 
ducted at Cornell. 

Moperator Knox: The Morrison 
standard recommends two and one- 
half pounds per 100 pounds of live 
weight as wey liberal feeding of good 
roughage. Can that be sharply in- 
creased or is that approximately the 
limit? 

Pror. Morrison: Well, a fellow 
can do as we mentioned earlier; he can 
get more roughage than that in. It 
takes darn good roughage to do it, 
though. 

Mk. STAGG: That is all hay feeding? 

ProF. MorRISON: That is hay plus 
hay equivalent, silage divided by 
three. 

Moperator Knox: The Cornell 
work indicated a very much greater 
bacterial content of the rumen when 
sulphates were fed. Is that effective in 
increasing the digestibility and conse- 
quently the use of roughage? 

PRoF. MorRISON: No. 

Dr. HERMAN: I don’t think so. Here 
is the thing you have to keep in mind. 
You get more organisms but, after all, 
there are optimum conditions at which 
they can work. You can get so many 
organisms that the toxic by-product is 
actually detrimental. No one has 
proved that increasing the number 
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above what might be normal is benefi- 
cial. Isn't that true? 

MR. STAGG: But don’t you get faster 
fermentation within the rumen with 
the higher bacterial level of the rumen? 

Dr. HERMAN: If you don’t have so 
many that conditions become toxic to 
them. They adjust their own level of 
flora. It will change with the type of 
diet you are feeding. 

Dr. Morrison: Dr. Lorraine Gole, 
at the conference last week at Cornell, 
made the statement that in normal 
cattle there are 100 billion bacteria per 
gram, whatever 100 billion means. 
Now, you could have a few less and 
still have a lot. 


Moperator Knox: Does the heavy 
feeding of ensilage affect or retard the 
conception rate in dairy cattle? Have 
you any evidence to that effect? 


Mr. Huston: I don’t like to do it, 
but I can’t prove it. 

Mr. FLEMING: My herdsman thinks 
it doesn’t help it. 

Mr. STAGG: We might say there is 
some evidence from the time the silo is 
half fed to the bottom that there has 
been a tendency or an indication that 
we get an acid condition of the vagina, 
which would indirectly affect the rate 
of conception. To give you an illus- 
tration, I had a silo one time that was 
located in a hill and there was a spring 
of water. That water ran into the silo 
and it turned it kind of a yellowish 
olive color and the calves that nursed 
those cows, had all the hair come off 
their rear ends, and for four or five 
months following. I just had a terrific 
time getting my cows to settle. 

Dr. HERMAN: I believe you must 
have had some circumstances there 
that were incidental. This acid vagina 
is one of the most overworked things 
we have ever had. We just measured 
the pH on 250 to 300 cows. There is 
a very, very small percentage of cows 
that ever have an acid vagina. When 
they really have a severe case of vagini- 
tis or a great deal of inflammation, you 
may get a low pH, but most of them 
are around seven and up to 7.2 or 7.4. 

Mr. StaGG: During that period of 
time, with this low conception and this 
trouble, I lost 18 straight calves. The 
bellies were sent to Beltsville, the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, there were three 
different veterinarians working, and 
they all said it was a bug in the barn, 
but the first calf that was saved was a 
calf that was picked up in my arms at 
2:00 o'clock in the morning and taken 
up and let nurse a cow that was feed- 
ing on dry feed, that we were using 
for the baby, and there was no trouble. 

Dr. HERMAN: You got it out of the 
barn before it picked up the bug. 

Mr. TANIS: Why don’t you throw 
the silos away? 

Mr. StTaGG: We didn’t know the 
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silos were causing the trouble until it 
actually apesuel 

Mr. HusTON: You could have 
washed in some foreign organisms 
there, couldn’t you, and had those 
grow? 

Mr. StTaGG: That silo was never 
filled again and we didn’t have the 
trouble. 


Moperator Knox: What ratio of 
milk to grain does Mr. Tanis feed? 
Grain to milk, it should read. 


Mr. TANIS: I would say somewhere 
about four or five to one. 

Mr. FLEMING: What is the highest 
amount of grain you feed? 

Mk. TANISs: Eighteen pounds is the 
highest a cow ever got. Hap’s cow is 
going to make 24,000 pounds of milk. 

ProrF. Morrison: How many 
pounds of beet pulp? 

Mr. TANIS: I don’t count that. It 
would be very little, dried beet pulp. 

Mk. FLEMING: Six to eight pounds? 

Mr. TANIs: Oh, no, not with feed- 
ing silage three times a day. 

Mr. HusTON: Do you have that in 
a dessert course, so to speak? What 
else do you have in that beet pulp, 
brewer's grains and chopped hay? 

Mr. TANIS: I told you what I 
thought Brewer's grains were good 
for, didn’t I? 

Mr. Huston: What 
tillers’? 

Mr. TANIs: That is worse yet 


about dis- 


Moperator Knox: What effect 
does the condition of a dairy cow at 
the time of calving have on production? 


Mr. TANIS: I think a lot. I don’t 
think the cow should be too fat and 
over-conditioned. 

MODERATOR KNOx: You don’t 
want any fat condition; you want the 
cow well fleshed but that is all. 

Dr. HERMAN: The Scotch always 
said a pound of grain to the dry cow 
was worth two to the fresh. I think 
Eckles, years ago, showed the cows in 
a good condition tested higher, they 
produced at a higher level and were 
more persistent than cows that fresh- 
ened thin. 

Mr. TANIs: I don’t believe that has 
anything to do with the butter-fat 
content. 

Dr. HERMAN: Oh, yes it has. 

Mk. TANIS: Well, that is my opinion. 

Mr. StaGG: We very definitely get 
a nicer calf born from a cow on the 
thin side than we do from a patchy fat 
cow. 

Mr. TANIs: Absolutely. 

PROF. MORRISON: Well, isn’t it a 
question of degree? Most of the 
breeders who are making reputations, 
may call a cow just in good condition 
or a little thin, and maybe I would call 
her kind of fat. 


Mr. TANIs: That is what I mean, Dr 
Morrison. 

Dr. HERMAN: I said a cow in good 
condition. 

Mr. TANIS: I want a cow in good 
condition but no fat. What I mean by 
no fat, I mean a cow that isn’t patchy 
at all or isn’t even heavy, just in good 
dairy condition. 

Dr. HERMAN: O. K. That is what 
I am talking about. 

Mk. TANIs: I think they should al- 
ways be in good dairy condition. 

Mr. FLEMING: I told the D. H. I. 
tester about that one question, and he 
said he had observed it, and he has 
been testing 1,200 cows for about 10 
years in that one section. He told me 
he had seen cows that calved in good 
condition come in and test maybe five 
per cent, or average five for a year, and 
the next year they would come in poor 
condition and the test would be way 
down. 

Mr. TANIS: Well, if they came in 
poor, it meant that the fellow 
didn’t take care of them that year and 
didn’t give them the proper feed. I 
don’t think it makes one bit of differ- 
ence in a cow, for the butter-fat she 
gives, whether she is hog fat and 
patchy or whether she is just in good 
dairy condition. 

Dr. HERMAN: I am going to argue 
with you on that. You look at your A. 
R. records on Guernseys and look at 
the H.R. The A. R. records are higher 
in percentage of fat. 

Mr. TANISs: I have looked at them 
many times and considered the cows 
many times and it has absolutely 
nothing to do with it. 

Dr. HERMAN: I wouldn't agree with 
that. 

MODERATOR KNox: I don’t think 
we are going to solve this. 

Mr. TANIs: I have tested and made 
more A. R. records on cow after cow 
than those people have. 

Mr. HUuSTON: He is a hard guy to 
argue with, isn’t he? 

Dr. HERMAN: But you take it across 
the country, see? 

Mk. TANIs: I am talking about year 
after year now on the same cow. 

Dr. HERMAN: I am talking about 
the average of all of them. 

Mr. TANIS: You can’t take the 
average cow, because you don’t know 
what you did last year. You have to 
take the same cow. 


Moperator Knox: Is there any 
evidence that linseed meal is superior 
as a dairy feed to soybean meal? 


Mr. Pritzt: I think that linseed 
meal is better than soybean meal from 
the mere fact that a cow gets sleek and 
looks good and thrifty on it, the same 
thing that grass does to a cow in the 
spring, and grass is supposed to be the 
most perfect food, so, naturally, I 
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would think that anything that tends 
to make a cow sleek i better feed 
than one that doesn’t 

ProF. Morrison: Well, I am going 
to ask a question. Will the solvent 
process linseed meal do the same thing 
as the old-fashioned linseed meal? 

Mr. TANIS: No, it won't 

Mk. FLEMING: It is in the same class 
as soybean, isn’t it? 

Prof. Morrison: No, I don’t think 
so, because soybean oil meal hasn't 
been supposed to have certain proper- 
ties that the old-fashioned linseed 
meal has. Now, the Archer-Daniels- 
Midland Company will say that the 
solvent process is fully equal to the 
hydraulic or expeller. I wish I knew 

Mr. STAGG: Anyone would have a 
hard job convincing me the solvent 
process was as good as the press or 
expeller. 

Mr. PritZt: I like the old-fashioned 
best. It is probably going to be harder 
and harder in the future to get the old- 
fashioned kind 


Moperator Knox: We know 
breeders and herdsmen who make a 
practice of cooking a part of their 
grain by one means or another. What 
is the effect of this cooking of the grain 
on the cow and her production? 


Mr. FLEMING: I think it depends on 
the kind of feed. In lower Georgia, 
they feed a lot of velvet beans and they 
need to be cooked 

MODERATOR KNOx: How 


about 


some of the more common grains? Is 
anyone cooking them? 

Mr. TANIS: I would say it would be 
very impractical and that we would be 
getting away from the ordinary farm- 


er's way of feeding cattle. Whether it 
adds anything to it, I don’t know, and 
I don’t want to try it 

MoperRATOR KNOX: Professor 
Morrison, what is the difference in the 
feeding value of rolled oats, crushed 
oats, and ordinary ground oats? 


PROF. MorRISON: There is very 
little experimental work. So far as 1 
know, there is no proof that one kind 
is better than the other for dairy cattle 

Mr. Pritz_: We cold roll our oats 
and the cattle like it much better and 
I can’t notice any grain in the offal. 
It seems to digest better. I can’t notice 
as much of it passing through the cow 
as I can any other kind of mix. We 
like it even better than steam-rolled. 

Mr. FLEMING: We crush ours and I 
like that. It makes it more palatable, 
I think. 

Mr. StaGG: When it comes to very 
fine ground material, due to the rumi- 
nant animal, especially, if your cow 
fill is running at kind of a low ebb, 
there is very high waste of fine ground 
grains coming out in the feces. 

PROF. MorRISON: I would agree 
that fine grinding is undesirable. 
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Mr. STAGG 
middlings 

Mr. TANIs: I think the important 
thing is the quality of the oat before it 
is either ground or crushed or what- 
ever other way you may handle it. 


For instance, like 


Moperator Knox: Does feeding 
brewers’ and distillers’ grains affect 
breeding vitality? 


Mr. TANIs: I think it definitely does 
I have fed, as I stated, wet brewer's 
grains for many, many years and those 
cattle didn’t conceive very well. They 
got very fat, but I don’t see where we 
ever got very much more milk out = 
them. So far as breeding, I think 1 
does affect them. 

Mr. Huston: Do you think that 
serves as a mild stimulant for a while, 


Jake? 


Mr. TANIs: I think it does. 

Mr. Huston: That ts the consensus 
of opinion of many people. 

Mr. StacGcG: It is my belief that 
dried brewer's grains and dried dis- 
tiller’s grains that contain the solubles 
are very good ingredients in a dairy 
feed 

Mr. TANIs: Well, they have to be 
used, and it is a very good sign that 
different people differ on that. 

Mr. Huston: One uses it for bed- 
ding and the other uses it for feed. 


Moperator Knox: Is a quickly 
assimilated carbohydrate such as mo- 
lasses important in the dairy ration? 


Mr. Morrison: No, 
portant, that ts, 
very effectively. 

MODERATOR KNOx: There are a 
couple of questions here on calf pens 
and temperatures, etc. If I may be al- 
lowed to summarize, I think the 
group's thinking is that the primary 
consideration in housing and tempera- 
tures is to keep calves dry, whether by 
hard coal cinders or by screens, and 
draft-free at all times, and if you do 
that, avert high moisture and quick 
changes in temperature, by and large, 
your housing and temperature prob- 
lems are largely taken care of. Are 
there any further comments on that 
quesuon? 

Mr. TANIS: Sanitation. 

MODERATOR KNox: Of 
sanitation. It bears on 
definitely, too 

MopERATOR Knox: If any of you 
have questions you want to bring out, 
please bring them out now. 

Mr. Pritzt: I would like to bring 

up one question. 
I know that you fellows here in the 
East have so much more longevity in 
your bulls than we do in the West. 1 
would like to know why. I see eight, 
nine, 10 and 12-year-old bulls in 
service. You never see anything like 
that with us.

Mr. STAGG: I would like to say on 
this overall nutritional intake of the 
dairy cow, down through the years 
there definitely have been wrong dairy 
practices and deficiencies, because we 
have created new deficiency diseases, 
and our deficiency diseases have con- 
tinued to grow worse down through 
the years, and with the dehydrated 
greens and improved methods, we 
should be able to look to sounder 
dairy practices. 

Dr. HERMAN: I will agree with you 
to some extent, but I don’t like the 
term ‘‘deficiency diseases.” I think it 
scares more people into buying things 
and doing things they don’t need to 
than we are justified in doing. Every 
time something happens, we say “‘de- 
ficiency,” and I just doubt if we have 
proof for a lot of the deficiency things 
we talk about. 

Mr. STAGG: Well, in most cases we 
have a heavy producing cow over quite 
a while. 

Mr. TANIs: I wonder if it doesn’t 
have an awful lot to do with raising the 
animal from the time it is eight months 
old to two years old. 

Dr. HERMAN: I think that is prob- 
ably true, but we have a factor always 
of inheritance, in whatever environ- 
ment we have. A lot of people live 
longer than others, and they always 
have. Some of these cows live a long 
time. First of all, they must have the 
inheritance for it. And I will agree 
with you, they must have the environ- 
ment. 

Mr. StaGG: We save the breeding 
bulls from the higher-producing cows, 
the hardest-working cows. We save 
our foundation females from our high- 
est-producing cows, the calves of 
which, if you observe them closely, are 
calves that do not get their strength 
quite in as short a period of time as 
from a cow that doesn’t produce as 
heavily. 

Dr. HERMAN: That is true but, by 
the very economy of our dairyiny, 
those cows have to raise calves, they 
have to carry on. So we do have a se- 
lection going on, you might say even 
select our cows, and also provide what 
we might call artificial conditions. 
They still have to live and they still 
have to raise calves or we would be out 
of the dairy business. 

Mr. StaGG: And if we have artifi- 
cial conditions within the working of 
our cow, when it comes to things like 
Vitamin A and with the concentration 
of our cow grain intake, we naturally 
are going to step them up to take care 
of that existing condition. 

Mr. TANIS: That is true. I think 
that any artificial conditions will have 
a tendency to lessen the cow's life. It 
may stimulate her for a short a 
but it certainly will lessen her life

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Changes Among the Leaders 


Sheldegren Class Leaders 


Ir is an unusual event to have one 
farm reporting three class leaders in 
the same Journal. This has happened 
to Sheldegren Farm, owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry F. Koch, Greenfield, 
Mass. The following three class lead- 
ers have finished their records to make 
2nd place as Jr3, 4th as a five-year-old 
and 10th place as a Jr2, all in the HIR 
division. Another fact concerning 
these records is that all of the cows 
were home grown and developed at the 
farm for as many as four or five genera- 
tions. Harry Koch developed Shelde- 
gren Prince Victory that they used in 
the herd. He was sired by Alfalfa 
Farm Prince, a son of Douglaston 
Prince Royal and out of Elnora’s 
Violet, that was also by a bull of their 
own breeding, Sheldegren Chancelor. 

Sheldegren Clare, the fourth place 
five-year-old, is a daughter of ‘‘Vic- 
tory’’ and produced 16769 Ibs. of milk 
and 957 lbs. of fat, HIR, 365, 3x, and 
Sheldegren Tilda, the Jr3, HIR, 365 
3x that placed 2nd, is a granddaughter 
on the dam's side of Sheldegren Prince 
Victory and she produced 13722 lbs. 
of milk and 812 Ibs. of fat. The sire of 
“Tilda” was also a bull of their own 
breeding, Sheldegren Cornelius, that 
stems from one of the old cows in the 
Koch herd. 

In 1950 five class leaders were made 
in the Sheldegren herd and four of 
these five were sited by Sheldegren- 
bred bulls. So far this year there are 
three class leaders and two of them 
were sired by Sheldegren bulls. Eight 
class leaders in the HIR division is a 
real record for any farm and for a 
herd the size of Sheldegren it is un- 
usual.

She was 
sired by Sheldegren Cornelius, an- 
other home-bred sire and out of 
Sheldegren Effie with two HIR records 
and a daughter of Sheldegren Prince 
Victory that has four class leading 
daughters. Sheldegren Cornelius, the 
sire, is from the “‘Cora’’ family in the 
herd. Sheldegren Cora with a record 
of 15400 Ibs. of milk and 825 lbs. of 
fat, class AA, Sheldegren Cordelia, a 
maternal sister to ‘‘Cornelius,”” with 
17012 Ibs. of milk and 911 Ibs. of fat, 
6yrs—HIR, sold to Seco Farms, Ar- 
cadia, Mo.

Ir isn’t often that a 25-year-old breed- 
er, whose herd has been established 
less than five years, is able to develop 
a National Record cow. Allen Meyer 
of Meyer Farm at Fargo, N. Dak., did 
just that with Barnes Chief's Sally. 
“Sally” has completed a record of 
16412 lbs. of milk and 845 lbs. of fat 
in the Sr4—365—2x class, which gives 
her first place in her class. 

The old Meyer Farm herd, owned 
by Alfred Meyer, Allen’s father, was 
well-known throughout the Midwest 
and Northwest. In addition to mak- 
ing a large number of good A. R. 
records, it had done its share of win- 
ning all the way from Minnesota to 
the Pacific International. Unfortu- 
nately Mr. Meyer's health failed during 
World War II and with the three older 
sons all in service, the herd had to be 
sold. Mr. Meyer died a short time 
later. 

When Allen returned from Japan, 
he and his brothers tried operating the 
home farm on a cash crop eas. While 
crops and prices were good, Allen 
missed the Guernseys and decided to 
re-establish the herd. The 520-acre 
Meyer Farm is one of the best in the

rich Red River Valley, where the black 
soil averages about four feet in depth. 

Allen and his brother, Bob, decided 
to secure as much of the old Meyer 
Farm blood as possible. They pur- 
chased a group of cows of Meyer 
Farm breeding, among them, several 
daughters of Meyer Farm Lady's 
Dade: ““Defender’’ was the junior 
herd sire at Meyer Farm when the 
herd was sold. Barnes Chief's Sally is 
the first of these daughters to be tested. 
‘Defender’ was by Tianna’s La Noce 
Eagle, the former Meyer herd sire that 
had 17 A. R. daughters and five P. R. 
sons and was grand champion 63 
times at local and state fairs and was 
never beaten in his class. The dam of 
‘Defender,’ Gardenius’ Lady Jane of 
Malloy, had 16809 lbs. of milk and 711 
lbs. of fat in class AA, and was a 
daughter of Langwater Gardenius. 

On the bottom side “‘Sally’’ traces 
to the Verndale herd owned by O. K. 
Spires of Burlington, N. Dak., one of 
the old-time breeders in the state. The 
dam carries Cathedral Farm breeding. 

Barnes Chief's Sally was fed but 
twice daily and never received over 12 
lbs. of grain during the record. Her 
diet consisted of 12 Ibs. of grain, five 
lbs. of beet pulp and all of the choice 
alfalfa-brome hay she could eat. Her 
grain mixture consisted of 1500 Ibs. of 
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ground oats, 200 lbs. bran, 200 lbs. 
linseed meal, 100 lbs. soybean meal, 
30 Ibs. trace mineral salt, 40 lbs. bone 
meal and 200 lbs. to 300 Ibs. of mo- 
lasses depending on the season. She 
has been on pasture this spring and 
was machine milked and yg by 
hand. “'Sally’’ was kept in a box stall 
when not on pasture and Allen says 
that she has been getting the best of 
care and enjoys it and has become the 
family pet. 

Allen gives much of the credit for 
Sally's National Record to his herds- 
man, Laverne Neuschwander, who 
handled her during her lactation. 
Laverne, who was almost completely 
inexperienced when he started at 
Meyer Farm a year ago, will also make 
several other 2x records of well over 
700 Ibs. this year. His performance 
would indicate that natural ability and 
close attention to detail is even more 
important than experience. 

Allen Meyer recently bought out 
his brother’s share of the herd and is 
now sole owner. With his youth, 
great drive and enthusiasm, together 
with his early success, he certainly 
should have a bright future in the 
Guernsey business.

This cow, like many of the cows 
that Dunwalke Farm has purchased, 
traces back to one of the outstanding 
animals that was at Dunwalke in the 
late 20's and early 30's. In this case it 
is Dunwalke Blanchette’s Rosebud, 
11845—608—G, that was sold in the 
1930 National Sale for $4,200 to Fore- 
most. Here she was mated to Royal 
Supreme, (Mixter May Royal—Folly- 
land Nancy) to produce Supreme’s 
Madame, 16320—-811—AA. 

Altogether Dunwalke Blanchette’s 
Rosebud produced five A. R. daugh- 
ters and one A. R. son. Supreme’s 
Madame was shown in 1936 and 1937 
by Foremost and did well as both a 
calf and yearling in 1937 and was pur- 
chased by Pine Manor Farm in 1937 
for $1,250—ater to go to Gardenville 
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Farm and was sold in their dispersal at 
11 and one-half years of age for $1,350 
to Doral Farms, Stamford, Conn. 


Supreme’s Madame is the dam of 


Gardenville King’s Madelon, 12010 
618—Jr3—-365—-3x and two P. R. 
sons, Pine Manor Golden Supreme 
and Pine Manor King’s Knight. It 
was the latter bull that was purchased 
by Glenn R. Kester, Foxburg, Pa., and 
mated to Foxburg’s Africander’s Flow- 
er to produce the new class leader, 
Foxburg’s Knight's Pozy. Coronation 
King of Pine Manor, purchased by 
Hominy Hill Farm at 10 and one-half 
years for $11,500 and now has 134 P. 
R. progeny, is the paternal grandsire 
of ‘‘Pozy.” 

This is the third record for “Pozy.”’ 
On prior lactations she made 10783 
522—Sr2—-305C—2x, and 11393—593 

2x, and 11393—593—Sr3—305C 
2x. ‘“‘Pozy’’ has been classified A ’49 
and D’'50. A regular breeder, this cow 
has produced calves in July 1948, July 
1949 and August 1950—all heifers.

During this record ““Pozy’ was in 
calf to Coldspring’s Beauty’s Noble 
King, the bull that was purchased for 
$29,000 in the 1950 Guernsey Sale by 
Mulhocaway, Dangra and Dunwalke 
Farms. 


Douglas Dillon is president of Dun- 
walke Farm, Inc. and James T. Christ- 
ian is the farm manager. These men, 
with the capable help of Russell King, 
herdsman, and Frank Brennerman, test 
cow milker, are rapidly bringing into 
being a breeding and production pro- 
zram that commands more and more 
ae a attention.

For many years Petaluma, Calif., was 
known as the poultry capital of the 
world. Not thousands but millions of 
white Leghorns could be seen as you 
drove over the hills. Today many of 
the poultry plants are closed and white 
Leghorns have given way to a larger 
breed, the New Hampshire Reds. 
Other farms have come around Peta- 
luma and Guernseys have crept in 
where poultry has gone out. This was 
not necessarily so with Mr. and Mrs. 
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Ray Gambonini but they have de- 
veloped one of the good breeding 
herds in California.

4-H Guernsey Calf Club in America’’- 

and have dedicated themselves to the 
improvement of Guernsey cattle. They 
thought that it was not enough for a 
club boy or girl to have a ‘fawn and 
white calf with papers’’—but that they 
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have an animal of the best type that 
they could get and from dams with 
records wherever possible. 

We sowed the first seed of this 
thought by inviting breeders to offer 
25 calves for 4-H and FFA members 
only, in connection with the dispersal 
of our milking herd here at George- 
land, five years ago. Since that time 
the idea has grown and the club boys 
and girls of Indiana and neighboring 
states have come to look upon our 
offerings, in the Boone County Guern- 
sey Sale, as a place where old breeders 
are offering them the rare opportunity 
of picking one of the best results of 
their years of experience as a founda- 
tion animal for a new herd. 

The breeders fully realize that not all 
of the club boys and girls will warrant 
the confidence that they have placed in 
them in letting them have one of the 
best of their progeny—but they pro- 
ceed with confidence, feeling that the 
percentage of those “following 
through” will overbalance the oc- 
casional losses. 

I wish that we had a complete rec- 
ord of the winnings of animals that we 
have placed in the inexperienced hands 
of club boys and girls. There have 
been many state championship win- 
nets. In 1949 a reserve grand champion 
at the International Dairy Show had 
been bought here at the Boone County 
Guernsey Sale of 1948. Again this 
year, the reserve grand champion was 
bought in the 1949 Boone County 
Indiana Guernsey Sale. 

An effort has been made, but can be 
improved upon, to “follow through” 
the purchase of any animal with advice 
and help any boy or girl or new breeder 
feels the need of. Personally, we have 
many old breeders who look to us with 
confidence to help them keep straight 
their drawings, registration papefs, etc. 
Sometimes, when we afe “snowed 
under” with the routine drudgery of 
our work one wonders if it is worth the 
effort,—but, then I guess it is that old 
Rotary slogan—‘‘Service above self’ — 
that lends joy to one’s chosen work. 

I’m glad if any little thing that I 
said gave you opportunity to say what 
was on your chest. It is just as I said 
when I saw the choice cattle of little 
farmer-breeders in the show windows 
of some of the big farms. We all need 
each other. Sometimes the man with 
money to buy the choice cows hadn't 
the experience to breed them—and the 
little farmer who bred them didn’t 
have the background to SHOW them. 
Our cattle,—just as any precious stone 

may be enhanced by a proper setting. 

The development of any individual 
or blood line depends upon the care 
given it. I heard Ed Pruett from Red 
Cross Farm say the other day, “I 
shouldn't wonder but what the hands 
that a bull is placed in—are of more 


importance than the cows he’s bred 
to.'’"—Now doesn’t that just start one 
thinking all over again?

Coldsprings Noble's Valor, by Cold- 
springs Romulus Noble, and out of 
Coldsprings Hardwick’s Cora, Sr4, 
15732—-819, has 26 daughters in the 
herd. The first three, as two-year-olds, 
average 12118—541. 

Another bull of promise is Liseter 
Hardfast Royal, by Liseter Bella’s 
Hardfast, out of Liseter Royal Bella, 
14834—-702—6yrs, whose seven near- 
est dams average 14682—756; he has 
16 daughters in the herd. ‘‘Royal”’ is a 
double-grandson of Africander’s Bella 
of Liseter with 14607—863—C, and 
his daughters in the herd are doing 
exceptionally well.

Dr. HERMAN: I wonder if we have 
any proof of that? Most of our cows 
70 out of the herd because of disease, 
failure to breed, which you can tie into 
feeding and a lot of things, but we 
can’t prove it. 

Mr. TANIs: Oh, but it is. 

Dr. HERMAN: It is hard to prove. 

Mr. Huston: With the natural soil 
depletion and the step-up in inherit- 
ance, along with these other things, 

I wonder if we can’t reach a general 
summary which needs to be put in 
here as a precautionary measure for 
the fellow who is thinking in terms of 
his whole herd and what is ahead of him. 

Mr. TANIS: May I ask the doctors a 
question which has been on my mind, 
but I have never gotten down to it? If 
we feed in the right proportions, ac- 
cording to protein, the whole grain, I 
don’t mean feed it whole, but grind it, 
of oats and wheat if you want to feed 
a little of it, and linseed and a little soy- 
bean meal and corn, that would give 
you the whole grain,—would our 
animals be better by feeding that 
whole grain? 

Mr. FLEMING: Let me answer you 
this way. I know a dairyman in our 


state who doesn’t feed any corn at all, 
he doesn’t make any silage, he makes 
eed good hay and he makes a lot of 


arley and a lot of oats. Two years ago 
I was at his place and he was feeding 
equal parts of barley and oats and hay 
and he told me that he probably could 
get more production by feeding some 
linseed and some other things, but he 
was getting the most profitable pro- 
duction that he had ever gotten, mak- 
ing more money out of his cattle. 
MODERATOR KNOx: There is a 
vitally important element I think you 
are bringing up and one that we 
haven’t touched on. We have been 
talking about maximum top records 
and economy of production has very 
rarely entered in, except as Jake 
brought it in on getting total produc- 
tion. However, Jake’s total produc- 
tion was predicated on the ability to so 
manage and handle those cows to get 
that production safely and well and in 
a very high market. We have farmers 
out here who have come to that same 
conclusion that your friend came to, in 
that they have made tremendously 
high records. A man up in Waukesha 
County, over a period of years, has 
felt that he has been better off to go 
back and be satisfied with a 380-to 390- 
pound herd average. He is getting 
more money at the end of the year, he 
feels that his cows ate standing up 
better, reproducing better, and he has 
lowered his overhead and, as a result, 
he is following that course. 
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Now, your price situation, your 
feed prices, etc., is going to alter that, 
but it is an element that shouldn’t be 
overlooked in evaluating our discus- 
sion here. 

Dr. HERMAN: Answering Mr. 
Tanis’s question in part, I think the 
great majority of our cows are still fed 
on the whole grains, because the aver- 
age man who is producing corn and 
oats and wheat and barley grinds that 
and supplements it and feeds it on his 
farm. 


Mr. TANIS: Could you feed whole 
soybeans and whole linseed safely? 


Dr. HERMAN: A lot of people feed 
crushed soybeans, or aid. until the 
price has gone up to where they can’t 
afford to any more. 

Mk. Pritzt: I will tell you our ex- 
perience with flaxseed. I sowed some 
with the grain and just harvested i 
with the combine, right with the g pat 
and ground it up with the grain, and it 
didn’t harm them any. Whether it did 
any good, I don't know. 


Mr. TANIS: I have wanted to try 
that for a long period of time but 
never got to buying any, but some 
day I’m going to do it. 

Pror. Morrison: Professor Savage, 
a few years before his death, at Cornell 
conducted an experiment, because 
some of our farmers were asking that 
question, as to whether these mixed 
dairy feeds, made up primarily of by- 
products, were as good as a mixture 
made up of the whole grains. He con- 
ducted experiments throughout one 
winter with groups of cows, or it may 
have been two years, I have forgotten 
now, and one ration was of whole 
grains, whole soybeans, etc., and there 
was no difference. 

Now, in answer to Mr. Tanis’s 
question, I am not worried about the 
situation though, naturally, the oil 
millers are taking more and more oil 
out of the oil-rich seeds. That is, if a 
dairyman will provide the right kind 
of roughage in abundance, I don’t 
believe the longevity of his cattle will 
be reduced by that hn 

Now, with reference to the solvent 
process oil meals, Professor Maynard 
and Associates at Cornell have con- 
ducted the most extensive experi- 
ments on fat requirements for cows. 
Without question, a man will get a 
little more milk out of cows if he uses 
a concentrate, a grain mixture con- 
taining four per cent fat or lower, two 
or three per cent. Maynard and Loose- 
ly concluded, though, that it is just a 
question of economics so far as they 
could tell—and the experiments were 
continued for 10 or a dozen years— 
that all it meant was that it took about 
104 pounds of a two per cent fat grain 
mixture to equal 100 pounds of one 
containing four per cent,—not much 


difference. You just needed to feed a 
little more of the lower fat mixture for 
the same production. 

So that I am personally not worried. 
If a man will feed the right kind of 
roughage, I am not afraid of the by- 
product feeds when used intelligently. 

Dr. HERMAN: I think that is all 
right. All of our roughages have some 
other extract that makes up for it. 

PrRoF. MorRISON: Yes, and vitamins 
etc. Thank heaven, I think the rough- 
age that the Almighty and Dame 
Nature provide, of good quality, is the 
insurance. 

Mr. FLEMING: I would like to ask 
Jake one question. Do you think you 
could make money on your operation 
if you had to take $6.00 a hundred, 
which is the going price of milk in our 
country, other than the surplus part of 
the year? 

Dr. HERMAN: Our average in Mis- 
souri is $4.35. I want to point out one 
thing our figures are a little deceiving 
on. That is, every cow that is reported 
as being milked ge statistics, is a milk 
cow, and a lot of our so-called dairy- 
men are men who have beef cattle, or 
at least partially beef and partially 
dairy, and they are in and out, and a 
lot of those cattle are sold for meat 
purposes. Always on the ragged edge 
of the dairy industry there are a lot of 
those kind of fellows and that tends to 
run up the figures a lot from the stand- 
point of the rate of disposal. 

Mr. TANIS: I would say that in 
many cases the average dairyman pays 
too little attention to his herd and he 
just hurries up and milks his cows and 
throws the brush at them. 


Dr. HERMAN: I think that is true, 
and I think with so much mechaniza- 
tion, there is a tendency for almost 
everyone to spend less and less time 
in what you might call observation of 
cattle and practicing of good cow 
sense, because the idea is to do every- 
thing quickly now, and they are not 
machines. 


Mr. TANIS: One of the important 
things is, he doesn’t give the cow 
enough exercise in the winter-time. It 
takes time to let cows loose, turn them 
out for a little fresh air and sunshine, 
so he just leaves them stand in the 
stable. 


Mr. HusTON: You see any number 
of herds that are in the barn for three 
months without being turned out. 


Mr. FLEMING: And I see more herds 
when I travel around that are ruined- 
looking because they don’t keep 
their feet in shape than anything I 
know about. 


Mr. TANIS: They will have a tend 
ency to be that way because the cow 
doesn't get off the table.

Seed Treatment Boosts 
Forage Crops 


By R. M. ROBERTS 


ON 72 farm fields in 19 states, por- 
tions of pasture and hay land were 
turned into practical experimental lab- 
oratories this past summer. Data 
compiled by Du Pont Company plant 
pathologists as a result of these tests 
show mote livestock feed per acre may 
be expected when a new chemical 
treatment is applied to grass and 
legume seed to protect it against seed- 
borne and soil-borne disease organ- 
isms. 

Tests were arranged with farm 
owners who were seeding a variety of 
forage crops as a regular farm manage- 
ment practice. In each case, a portion 
of the field was planted with seed, 
treated with an organic sulfur com- 
pound known as “‘Arasan’”’ seed disin- 
fectant.

In each test, plants were actually 
counted in measured areas of both 
treated and untreated seedings.

bryo from invasion by fungous dis- 
eases such as seed rot, seedling blight, 
and damping-off.
